The K entucky Railroad Tax Cases. 
W a s h in g t o n , November 20th.— In the 
Kentucky railroad tax cases, recently de­ 
cided, two propositions were discussed by 
counsel and decided bvtheCouit. It was 
first claimed that the assessment was made 
without notice to the railroad companies, 
or without affording them any opportunity 
to contort the assessment; and second, that 
the laws of Kentucky discriminate against 
railroad property, in that they provide dif­ 
ferent means and methods for ascertaining 
the value, for the purpose of taxation, than 
are employed in the case of other taxpay­ 
ers, be they natural persons of corpora­ 
tions. The facts bearing upon the first 
point are that the iiws of Kentucky re­ 
quire the Board of Assessors to meet on the 
first day of September in each year, at the 
office of the Auditor, at the seat of govern­ 
ment. for the purpose of assessing rail­ 
roads, and that the laws of Kentucky pro­ 
vide that the tax so assessed shall be "col­ 
lected only by civil action, in which the 
defendant has a full opportunity to be 
heard as to the validity of the assess 
merit in ail respects. The Court holds, 
in view 
of all 
the facts, 
that 
the law requires the Board to meet 
on a day certain; that the defendant 
had all the notice requisite in order to en­ 
able them to appear at the place designated 
in the law, and be heard in respect to the 
validity of the assessment; and also in 
view of the fact that the law declared that 
the tax shall only be recovered in an action 
at law, in which the defendant is duly 
served with a process, and an opportunity 
to appear and defend on all possible 
grounds. An opportunity is there afforded 
to him to be heard as to the legality of the 
assessment. Upon the second proposition, 
the facts are that the discrimination 
complained of consists only in the 
fact that the assessment ’ was not 
made 
by 
the 
same 
officers as 
assessed other property, but was assessed 
by a designated tribunal, created for the 
purpose of assessing railroads alone. The 
Court held that that is not a discrimination 
repugnant to the equality clause of the 
fourteenth amendment to the Federal Con- 
titution; that a State might classify 
property for the purpose of taxation, so far 
as to authorize different tribunals to assess 
different kinds of property which are dis­ 
similar in their situation and character. 
The facts in relation to the equality of tax­ 
ation are not at all like those involved in 
the California cases, nor is the law of Ken­ 
tucky, in relation to notice and an oppor­ 
tunity to be heard, at all like the laws in 
California cases, and the decision of the 
Kentucky cases lias no direct bearing upon 
the points made in the California cases, 
and affords no reasonable grounds for sup­ 
posing that the Court will reverse the Cali­ 
fornia cases. 
The President and the Customs l aws. 
W a s h in g t o n , November 20th.—A 
•-nt 
Secretary Fairchild called at t: 
White 
House to-day, at the request of the Presi­ 
dent, and had a long conference with him 
in regard to the operations of tiie customs 
laws and the general condition of the serv­ 
ice under its present organizations. It is 
understood that the President will make 
several important recommendations to Con­ 
gress in the forthcoming message, looking 
to the general simplification and improve­ 
ment of customs service, and to the pre­ 
vention of many of the abuses and frauds 
alleged to exist under the present system. 
Fairchild lias supervision over tiiat branch 
of the service, and the President sent for 
him so as to secure the benefit of his expe­ 
rience and observation. 
It is said the 
President will pursue the same practical 
course in obtaining information on other 
subjects of his message to Congress. 
Naval Cadets. 
W a s h in g t o n , November 20th.—Captain 
Ramsay, Superintendent of tlie Naval 
Academy, in his annual report, recom­ 
mends that permits for admission as cadets 
he issued one year prior to the time fixed 
for examination, and renews the recom­ 
mendation that all candidates for admission 
be required to report for examination on 
the 15th of May. The number of cadets to 
go on the next practice cruise renders it 
necessary that a ship to take the place of 
the Dale he fitted out for the practice ship, 
and sent to Annapolis by May. It will, 
says Captain Ramsay, be impossible to do 
justice to the cadets, and give them the re­ 
quired instruction, with only one practice 
ship. He recommends that selections for 
the line Engineer Corps and the Marine 
Corps be made at the end of a four years’ 
course, instead of a six years’ course. 
The Australian M ails. 
W a s h in g t o n , November 20th.—The Post­ 
office Department to-day received official 
notification that a contract had been made 
by the Government of New Zealand and 
New South Wales for the transportation of 
mails from those colonies to San Francisco 
for three years, beginning November 21st, 
at an annual compensation of £30,000. 
Thirteen trips arc to be made eacli year. 
The mail is to be carried in the American 
steamers Mariposa and Alameda, and the 
English steamers Zealandia and Australia. 
This confutes the report that the British- 
Australian mails were to be dispatched hv 
the Canadian Pacific. The results of the 
refusal of the Pacific Mail to earrv the 
United States mails for the full amount of 
postage thereon appears to lie tiiat the Aus­ 
tralian as well as the United States mails 
will be for the next three years carried by 
Spreckels’ ships. 
Earthquake AVaves Reported. 
W a s h in g t o n , November 20tli.—The Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury to-day received the 
following from Mr. Colonna. Assistant 
Superintendent of the Coast Survev: “ The 
Coast Survey reports great earthquake 
waves on the Pacific ocean at San Fran­ 
cisco, as indicated on the Pacific coast tide 
gauge. These earthquake waves were no­ 
ticed yesterday between 1 and 8 o’clock p. 
m. They were 35 minutes apart, and were 
as great as those observed during the great 
upheaval in Java some years since.’’ 
Capital Notes. 
W a s h in g t o n , November 20ih.—The fol­ 
lowing fourth-class Postmasters have been 
appointed for California : At Felton, Henry 
L. Middleton; Mountain View. Julius 
Weilheitner. 
Attorney-General Garland has notified 
District Attorney White, at Tacoma. Wash­ 
ington Territory, that he will be given 
whatever legal assistance he may require 
in prosecuting the persons arrested for 
complicity in the attacks recently made on 
the Chinese residents of that locality. 
Speaker Carlisle's condition is very much 
improved. He was able to leave his bed 
to-day. 
William H. McCardle, who was to-day 
appointed Consul at San Juan del Norte. 
Nicaragua, is an old newspaper man, and 
a particular friend of Secretary Lamar. He 
lives at Jackson, Miss. 
He was very 
strongly indorsed by ail the prominent 
men of that State. 
Preston L. Bridges, appointed Consul at 
Montevideo. Uruguay, was indorsed by 
both United States Senators and the most 
prominent men of North Carolina, as a 
man of special fitness for the place. He is 
a personal lriend of Senator Vance. 
The F irst Auditor of the Treasury has 
disallowed two months’ pay of thc’Gov- 
crnor of Alaska, on the grouud that his 
pay did not commence until he entered 
upon the actual performance of his duties. 
The two months for which pay has been 
disallowed were occupied in going to 
Alaska. 
Assistant Secretary 8mith, of the Treaa- 
ury, has returned to Washington from 
New York, and formally assumed the du­ 


ties of his office to-day. He was designated 
by Secretary Manning to sign the Treasury 
warrants, and perform all other dnties 
which had been assigned to his predeces­ 
sor, Mr. Coon. 
’ 
An Irate Office-Seeker. 
New York, November 20th.—According 
to the Tribune's Washington correspondent, 
Cuthbert B. Jones, of Louisiana, late can­ 
didate for the consulship at Callao, and 
now in Washington, has written a letter 
which may lead to a duel. Three days ago 
he sent to Congressman J. Floyd King, of 
Louisiana, now in Washington, a letter, 
which read in part as follows ; “ A year or 
more ago I came here and applied to be 
appointed in the consular service. You 
gave me your indorsement; you went to 
Secretary ot State Frelinghuysen and strong­ 
ly urged my appointment. ‘ When the ad­ 
ministration of Cleveland came to power I 
thought my chance of appointment would 
be good, as I had had five years’ experience 
in the consular service. "A tragedy, or a 
series of tragedies, for which I was nowise 
responsible, had determined me to exile 
myself and live abroad until the lapse of 
years had cooled my passion and heaied 
resentment. This I did at the sacrifice of 
wealth and prosperity. I applied to yon to 
aid me with Secretary Bayard, anil you 
promised to do so. 1 had the indorsement 
of Senators Gibson and Eustis and many 
other influential men of louisiana. You 
said you too would aid me. Instead of do­ 
ing so, you began a systematic and coward­ 
ly course of lying against me. You lied to 
the President, you lied to the Secretary of 
State, you lied to the newspapers. Your 
false and venal tongue assailed me, not 
with open courage, but secretly, like an 
assassin. Growing bolder, vour vanity led 
you to your favorite mode of intruding 
your filthy person upon the public in the 
shape of an interview, in which you not 
only proclaimed me a murderer, but with 
the instincts of a jackal and the appetite of 
a vulture, you assailed my mother and Mrs. 
Liddell, one living, old and heart-broken, 
the other dead for eighteen years, both of 
whom were spotless in their lives and char­ 
acters. W heu I met you at the President’s 
some three weeks ago, your cowardly eye 
dared not look into mine, and you evaded 
me, quailing from the punishment you 
richly merit. You are a warrior among 
Quakers and a Quaker among warriors, a 
fraud, a shame, a standing disgrace to 
the State that bore you and to the State 
that you misrepresent, and I therefore pub­ 
licly and deliberately pronounce you to be 
a liar and a coward, a poltroon and a 
scoundrel. I have sent you one copy of 
this by express, one by mail and one by 
registered letter.’’ 
The Hulskaxop Fam ily W ant to he Let 
Alone. 
N ew Y o k e , November 20th.— Theodore 
Hulskamp, the father of Victoria Morosini's 
husband, writes a strong and sensible letter 
to the K i/rid, complaining of the treatment 
his son receives from the local press, in 
consequence of which he says: “ My son 
has found difficulty in obtaining honest 
employment. I myself am followed by a 
division of my neighbors. If our names are 
kept from public print, and 1 am impressed 
with the thought that our business is not 
yet common property, I do not despair but 
that we may be able to manage our own 
household affairs.” He complains that 
simpering fellows annoy them with re­ 
quests for interviews, which being respect­ 
fully declined does not prevent them in­ 
venting the most scandalous stories, w hich 
respectable newspapers copy, and adds: 
“ Not alone of that fact have 1 to complain, 
but the reporters distort my few words in 
such a-fashion as would make it appear 
that I knew not how to speak or utter the 
English language perfectly. Every one of 
those reports about us have been mean’ lies, 
and not worthy of notice, but there is a 
limit even to generous tolerance. Is there 
no immunity from this? Is there no pro­ 
tection for peace able citizens ? ” 
W omen “ on tlie Shoot.’’ 
B a llsto n (N. Y .),November 20th.—Near 
Corinth, some miles norlli of this village, a 
shooting affray occurred yesterday, the 
principals in which were two married wo­ 
men—Zeiba Shippen auk Helen Raymond. 
Mrs.Shippen was jealous of Mrs. Raymond, 
and, meeting her near the latter's house, 
drew a revolver and threatened to shoot 
Iter. Mrs. Raymond, followed by Mrs. 
Shippen. ran into the house of a neighbor, 
whose family interfered and prevented 
bloodshed. Mrs. Raymond then started to 
the village, but. changing her mind, entered 
Richard \V oodcock’s house, followed in a 
few seconds by Mrs. Shippen. Here Mrs. 
Raymond also drew a revolver. The two 
women exchanged shots, and then Mrs. 
Raymond fled into the cellar and Wood­ 
cock disarmed Mrs. Shippen. Neither of 
the women was hurt. 
The Billiard Tournament, 
C h ic a g o, November 20th.— Slosson and 
Vignaux met again to-night in the balk- 
line tournament, before a large audience. 
The game was one of especial consequence, 
as, if Slosson won it, he captured a big pile 
of money, while, should Vignaux win, 
there still would be a chance to tie all 
round, if Schaefer beats Slosson to-morrow 
niglit.

Double Tragedy in W ashington. 
W ashington. November 20tb.— Louis 
Sommerfield, a Pole, aged 52, to-day shot 
and instantly killed his wife and G-itileib 
Eisenbaum, at the latter’s saloon in the 
northeastern part of the city. Soinmer- 
field s wife left him some weeks ago, and 
has been living at Eisenbauin’s. This 
afternoon Sommerfield entered the saloon, 
and drawing a revolver, emptied all the 
chambers, one of the shots passing through 
Eisenbaunt's heart, while Mrs. .Sommer­ 
field was shot in the back. Sommerfield 
was arrested. He made no explanation, 
excepting to say, in broken English, that 
his wife nad left him and cheated him out 
of his money. 
Oregon'. New Senator. 
New Yohk. November 20th.—The World, 
which yesterday expected the new Oregon 
Senator would vote with the Democrats, 
and passed the matter by without further 
comment, lias to-day discovered that all 
the talk about his voting with the Demo­ 
cratic administration in the Senate amounts 
to nothing. lie can only be relied upon to 
serve the railway corporations. It is a 
great pity he is coming back to the Senate, 
and a shame that he should be returned 
through Democratic votes. 
National Grange, Patron» of Husbandry. 
B o ston, November 20th.—At to-day’s 
session of the Patrons of Husbandry, L. R. 
Rbone, of Pennsylvania, offered the fol­ 
lowing, which was adopted: 
itesotsed. That the National Grange, assembled 
in annual se-slon. enters its protest against the 
pn-ecnt policy of American manufacturers, in 
pursuing a free trade policy in the admission or 
raw material, and high protection on manu­ 
facture», which strikes directly at American 
farmers and producers of the soil. 
On motion of W. W. Toothaker, of 
Kansas, the appointment of a committee to 
attend the coming session of Congress, for 
the purpose of securing legislation in the 
interest of agriculture, wasordered. 
Political Assessm ents In New York. 
New Yokk. November 20th.—At to-day’s 
session of the committee of the State Sen­ 
ate making an investigation of the affairs 
of the city Government, two stenographers 
of the civil District Courts testified to pay­ 
ing money liberally out of their salary to­ 
wards election expenses, and for other pur­ 
poses. George Strassner, attached to Judge 


McCarthy s Court, said he paid in this way 
$1.200 a year out of a salary of $2,000. 
\\ hen he stopped these payments he was 
discharged. Maurice J. O Connor, stenog­ 
rapher in Judge William Kelly’s Court,testi­ 
fied to almost exactly similar experience. 
Proposed Changes in the House Rule». 
t W a s h in g t o n , November 20tli.—Speaker 
Carlisle said to a Republican reporter to­ 
night, in speaking of the plan proposed by 
Springer to change the rules of the House, 
that the plan did not originate with 
Springer. "Ever since the Forty-sixth Con­ 
gress, be said, “ there has been dissatisfac­ 
tion with the present rules, and this move­ 
ment is the result of that dissatisfaction. 
From what I hear, and the strong advocacy 
the plan seems to have, I think it is proba­ 
ble that the rules will be changed.” He 
said the plan to distribute the appropria­ 
tion bills among the committees is not an 
attack on Mr. Randall any more than upon 
any one else, as the same dissatisfaction was 
manifest when Mr. Hiscock and Mr. Atkins 
were at the head of tiie Appropriations 
Committee. There is no desire to take 
away any of Mr. Randall’s power, and I 
don t think there ever was any such feel­ 
ing. T he complaint is that the handling of 
all the appropriation bills is too much 
work for the Appropriation Committee. A 
change would ot course facilitate legisla­ 
tion.’ Mr. Carlisle suid he fuvored tliedis- 
tribution of the bills to the proper com­ 
mittees, excepting the sundry civil service, 
legislative and general deficiency bills, as 
they really belong to no other committee. 
He said that tiie proposed revision would 
work good results. 
Tlie President’» Forthcom ing M essage. 
W a sh in g t o n , November 20th. — The 
President's message is substantially com­ 
pleted in its most important parts. One 
question, on which he is likely to disagree 
with the Democratic majority in the House, 
is the proposed suspension of silver coin­ 
age and the equalization of the silver wiih 
the gold dollar. It is known that he ad­ 
heres to the policy of his letter, addressed 
to Bland, Warner and Regan, on the 27th 
February, 1885, and is prepared to enfuree 
the arguments then used by the experience 
of the Treasury Department during the last 
six months. On an up-and-down vote to 
repeal the Bland Act, pure and simple, 
there is a known majority against that 
proposition. 
Five W omen Burned to Dentil. 
Sandusky (Ohio), November 201h.—The 
county infirmary, near the city, was par­ 
tially destroyed by fire to-night. Five 
women were burned to death, and the Su­ 
perintendent was badly injured. There 
were 300 inmates of the infirmary. 
(SECOND DISPATCH.] 
C l e v e l a n d , November 20th.—A special 
dispatch to the I.aider from Sandusky, O., 
says ; A fire broke out in the Erie cun- 
ty infirmary to-night, and destroyed the 
main building. Five of the ninety-eight 
inmates perished in the flames. They were 
all in the northwest wing ot the building, 
where the fire originated. As the institu­ 
tion was two miles from the city, and as 
there were no facilities there fur extinguish­ 
ing tiie flames, considerable difficulty was 
experienced in getting water on the fire. 
Two engines went out from this city, but 
on their arrival the firemen found the 
building a mass of fire. While endeavor­ 
ing to save the inmates Superintendent 
Motry was injured, and now lies in a pre­ 
carious condition. The loss is estimated at 
between $15,000 and $20,000. The amount 
of insurance cannot be ascertained to­ 
night. A Cowardly Ass tssinutitm. 
St. Louis, November 20th.—Ex-Mayor 
John B. Bowman, of East St. Louis, ill., 
was assassinated in a cowardly manner a 
few feet from his home at 8 o'clock this 
evening. He was returning from Belle­ 
ville, 111., mid was walking home with a 
mvhel in Ids hand. Just before the shoot­ 
ing a man was seen walking behind him. 
As Mr. Bowman reached liis gate, the man 
walked up behind and deliberately placed 
a revolver at the back of bis neck and fired. 
Mr. Bowman fell and died instantly. 
\\ hen found, live minutes later, the skin 
of his neck was found powder-burned. The 
police have no clue to his murderer. Mr. 
Bowman was one of the best known poliu- 
cians in southern Illinois, and the lieuten­ 
ant and friend of Congressman Morrison.

General Topato- 
vitch, commanding the right wing of the 
Servian army, is intrenched within a few 
hours march of Sofia. 
THE SERVIANS DEPRESSED. 
L o n d o n, November 20th.—Dispatches re­ 
ceived here state that the Servians have 
become dispirited over their recent reverses. 
The Bulgarians, on the other hand, have 
been aroused to tlie highest pitch of enthu­ 
siasm by the example of Prince Alexander, 
and the victories gained under bis leader­ 
ship. They have gradually driven back 
tlie Servians’ advance line, until the Bul­ 
garians' forward line of intrenchments are 
within a mile of the Dragoman village. In 
the fighting yesterday the Servian loss was 
800 men killed and wounded. One of 
Prince Alexander’s aides was killed. 
ANOTHER SERVIAN REPULSE. 
V ie n n a , November 20th. — The Bul­ 
garians yesterday repulsed the Servian at­ 
tack in the direction of Widdin. 
COMMANDER CASHIERED.

ADDITIONAL DETAILS OF THURSDAY’S FIGHT­ 
ING. 
S o f ia , November 20tb.—Following are 
additional details of the fighting yesterday : 
Ihe right wing of the Bulgarian army, 
yesterday morning, advanced from its for­ 
tified position and attacked the Servian 
positions between Slivnitza and Dragoman. 
The center column of the Bulgarian army 
followed, in order to support the right. The 
fighting then became general, and the Bul­ 
garians, not being able to drive the Servians 
from ttieir intrenchments, towards noon 
the left wing of the Bulgarian army also 
advanced and assumed the offensive. An 
obstinate engagement ensued, lasting till 6 
o’clock in the evening. The Bulgarians 
found it no easy task to dislodge tire Ser­ 
vians from their positions. The former 
fought desperately, however, and finally 
compelled the Servians to retreat to Drago­ 
man, the Bulgarians holding all the roads 
leading thereto. The latter took 400 prison­ 
ers, including several officers. Up to noon 
to-dav there has been no further fighting, 
the Bulgarians deeming it prudent not to 
attack at present the Servians at Dragoman, 
which is so strong a natural fortification. 
ARMISTICE PROPOSED.

The Consuls at Sofia 
are removing their papers to Rustchuk and 
elsewhere.

B elg r a d e, November 20th.—Hostilities 
were in abeyance to-day; in honor of the 
feast of St. Michael.

B e r l in , November 20th.—Parliament to­ 
day re-elected the President and Vice­ 
President of the lust Reichstag. The Polish 
members gave notice that they would ques­ 
tion tlie Government regarding tlie expul­ 
sion of Poles from eastern Prussia. The 
Conservatives introduced a proposal for 
the Holding of a quinquennial Parliament. 
Parnell Not H aving Everything H is Own 
W ay. 
D u b l in , November 20tli.—Parnell, hav­ 
ing ordered a re-election in Dundalk for 
delegates to the Nationalist Convention of 
tlie South,-because the former delegates 
were in favor oí Callan for Member of Par­ 
liament. an election was held to-night. 
The result is in favor of Callan delegates 
by majorities of five to one. Pameli’js can­ 
didate is Joslan, manager of the Music 
Hall, Liverpool. 
L iv e r p o o l, November 20th.—O'Shea, 
who was the member for Clare in tiie Par­ 
liament just dissolved. will oppose Parnell 
in the contest for member for the Exchange 
division of this city. 
Peculiar Murder Trial in France. 
L o n d o n, November 20th.—A great sensa­ 
tion has been caused by a peculiar murder 
trial in France, and it is feared that trouble 
may arise from the state of popular feeling. 
A farmer named Boudouin was killed 
while asleep in bed. His wife was lying 
by his side, yet declared that she did not 
hear the noise of the firearms, notwith­ 
standing that the mau was shot. His wife 
asserted that the first intimation she bad of 
his murder was tlie smoke from the weapon 
used by the assassin, and the blood which 
flowed from the wound made by the bul­ 
let. The story did not receive much cre­ 
dence, even by those disposed in the 
woman’B favor, but suspicion fell upon a 
young vagabond named Braguel, who had 
been employed on the farm, but had been 
discharged. The fellow on being arrested 
not only confessed to having committed 
tiie crime, but asserted that he had been 
instigated by Mme. Boudouin to kill her 
husband, and had been paid by her for 
doing the deed. The wife’s reason, Brag 
uel declared, was her rage at his constant 
flirtation with other women. The mur­ 
derer said that the woman admitted him 
by a window at night, and when he had 
entered the room, returned immediately to 
bed and lay down beside her hnsband, who 
was fast asleop. Braguel wa3 armed with 
a gun, which he rested across the woman’s 
limbs, ia order to get precise aim and ao 


shoot the man. The Court-room was the 
scene of a very realistic and sensational 
effect in the course oí the trial. The Judge 
had the blood-stained bed brought into 
Court, and compelled the prisoners, the 
murderer and the wife, to assume the iden­ 
tical positions which they occupied at the 
moment of the murder, as described by 
Braguel. Notwithstanding the overwhelm­ 
ing evidence against tlie woman, the jury 
acquitted her of any complicity, and Brag­ 
uel was found guilty and condemned to- 
imprisonment for life. 
Continued Panic. 
Copenha gen. November 20th.—The panic 
in the corn trade still continues. 
Trouble Feared in Canada Over tlio 
H anging o f Kiel. 
Sherbrooke (Quebec) November 20th.— 
1 he upholders of Ihe Government gathered- 
in groups last night for the purpose of pre­ 
venting any attempts that might be made 
to burn effigies. Both parties were out in 
sttong force. Spec,-lies wi re made on both 
sides, and tlie action of the Government 
was criticised and applauded by turns amid 
much excitement. Two anti-Guvernment 
teen were seriously injured, the bead of 
one being split open. 
THE FEELING IN MONTREAL. 
M ontreal, November 20th.—At a Riel 
meeting on the Champs de Mars last night, 
t liairman M. G. David, after condemning 
t.ip (rovernment. asked the audience to 
swear over the body of Riel to never forgive 
¡hose who were responsible for Riel’s death, 
and also to adopt iiis children as those of 
the nation. Hon. Mr. Merrier protested 
solemnly against the fate of Riel, and 
called on the people to turn out the three 
cowards in theCabinet. George Dunharnel 
(Conservative) said that Riel was a sublime 
fool, and would soon have been forgotten 
it incarcerated in the penitentiary or luna­ 
tic asylum. Instead of that, lie had de­ 
scended to the grave, or rather had mounted 
the pedestal ot immortality. 
ALL QUIET AS YET IN MONTREAL. 
_ M ontreal, November 20th.—Strong po­ 
lice patrols are on duty to-night, ready for 
action in case any trouble occurs. A sol­ 
emn requiem mass was celebrated at the 
Church of Notre Dame de Pittie this morn­ 
ing for the repose of Riel’s soul, at the 
request ol members of the Union of St. 
Joseph. At a meeting of the Canadian 
Artisans’ Society to-day, it was resolved to 
protest publicly against the execution of 
Riel, and to have a solemn mass of 
requiem chanted in tlie church at St. Jean 
Baptiste village on the 26th inst., for the 
repose of the soul of the deceased Metis 
chief. La. Patrie thinks that tlie Govern­ 
ment is alarmed at the sentiment displayed 
by the French Canadians and Irish over 
Riel s execution, and shrinks from the 
butchery of the Indians, fixed for the 27th. 
It says the Indians will be pardoned, but 
tin’s act of mercy will be done too late, and 
the past cannot be retrieved. 
The Club National and St. Jean Baptiste 
Society to-night adopted resolutions con­ 
demning the execution of Riel. The St. 
Jean Baptiste Society also decided to have 
masses for the repose of his soul, and have 
asked similar societies in Untario, the 
t nited States and other places to do like­ 
wise. It is expected that there will bo 
forty speakers at the Champ de Mars meet­ 
ing on Sunday. No disturbances have 
been reported to-night. 
Tlie Body of Louis Biel. 
Toronto, November 20th. — Nicholas 
Flood Davin and Pore Andre telegraph as 
follows: “ We have visited the body of 
Louis David Riel, and certify that there is 
not a word of truth in the statement that 
the body was disfigured, and that not a hair 
was improperly removed. In the presence 
of Sheriff Chaplean, attending officially, 
and a number of Riel’s friends, we saw the 
corpse, and repeat that there is not a word 
of truth in, nor little foundation for, the 
statement ¡ha» it was in the least ill- 
treated.” 
Indian Uprising Feared. 
W innipeg, November 20th.—Dispatches 
from Battleford concerning the Indians are 
of the most alarming nature. It is asserted 
that the southern and northern tribes of 
Indians are on the point of forming an 
alliance to sweep the whole country, from 
the far north to the boundary line, mnssa- 
creing the inhabitants and destroying tiieir 
homes. This means much inore than the 
late rebellion, and it will be impossible for 
tlie Government to compare it toa simple 
riot. 
Frorn information obtained from 
runners who have been among the various 
tribes, and from the observation of others, 
it is predicted that trouble may come at 
any moment. 
Tlie Government was 
warned very much in fhe same manner of 
the Saskatchewan trouble, but neglected to 
take precautionary measures until it was 
too late. 
Peruviau K ebels Defcateil with H eavy 
Loss. 
Lima. November 20tli.—An official dis­ 
patch from the Prefect of Juaja stales that 
Caceres has been defeated by the first divis­ 
ion of tlie Government forces, who cut olí 
his retreat by Huarapampa. Caceres lost 
heavily in killed and prisoners. 


CENTRAL AM) SOUTH AMERICA. 
Arrival of the Pacific Hail Steam ship 
.Colim a from Panam a. 
By the arrival of the Pacific Mail steam­ 
ship Colima at San Francisco we have ad­ 
vices from Panama to October 31st. 
The Colon correspondent of the Star and 
ILraid writes: About 1 o’clock on tlie 
morning of the 28th instant clouds of smoke 
and a blaze were observed at ihe rear of an 
unfinished building in Calle Bolivar, on 
the block between Sixth and Seventh 
streets. 
Tlie fire was started bv some 
one having piled up a quantity of 
shavings and pieces of boards and 
set tire to tiie pile. The scoundrels 
first attempted to forcean entrance through 
the door of the unfinished building, prob­ 
ably with tiie object of starting tlie lire in­ 
side. but as tlie door could not be opened 
they put the fire outside. If they had suc­ 
ceeded in their designs there cao be no 
figuring the amount of losses which would 
have occurred, as that is the most commer­ 
cial part of the town. Luckily the firc- 
was discovered in time to prevent its com­ 
municating with any of tlie other build­ 
ings. and the damage done was of a trifling 
nature. 
The new steamer Manabi, built for the 
Pacific Steam Navigation Company, has 
left Panama for Guayaquil and interme­ 
diate ports, for which service she is special­ 
ly designed. She is a magnificent vessel, 
with all the latest improvements, and was' 
built by Messrs. R. Napier & Son, of Glas­ 
gow.A bando was published in Colon, on the 
forenoon of the 28th inst, to tho following 
effect: “All persons found in -the streets 
after 9 p. m. will be imprisoned, and those 
found setting lire to any building will be 
shot down.” 
The Chilean Government has ordered the 
railroad from Collipulli to Victoria to be 
commenced immediately, in order to ex­ 
tend tiie line later to Tcmuco and from 
there to Osorno. These new roads will not 
entail heavy expenditure. 
Further details of the fighting at Ca- 
jamarca state that it was marked bv the 
treason of Senor Ugarte, one of the Gov­ 
ernment officers, who endeavored to unite 
his regiment with the rebels, but was frus­ 
trated through the loyal troops, who fired 
on him when liis design became apparent. 
Pei tpission has been granted to several 
merchants to lay down piping from the 
nitrate deposits ai Negreiros and Iluarazto 
to the coast, in order to bring the nitrate id 
a dissolved state to the coast and allow 
it to evaporate on arrival. 
The Captain of the British bark Coman re, 
arrived at Callao from Australia, states that 
on the 27th of August last, when in 37° 3ft* 
south, 136° 16' east, he experienced asevere 
shock, apparently the result of some sub­ 
marine disturbance. This agrees with the 
extraordinary big tides and rough weather 
noticed on the coast. 
A fearful explosiou has oocurred in the 
mines at Colquechaca, Bolivia. Several 
persons were kiiled. 
The Empress of Braxi! fell on the stairs 
of the palace at Rio, breaking her arm.

"WRECKS CAUSED BY THE STOCK 
GAMBLING MANIA. 


Stealing Through lotteries—Ei-Sen- 
ator Sharon—The Munificence 
of Senator Stanford.

S a n F r a n c is c o , November 19,1885. 
Pine street and Pauper alley, where, not 
so long since, the daily morning stock 
transactions ran away into the millions, 
are gradually becoming the resort of a 
higher class of bummers, whose victims 
are those still retaining a shadow of their 
former huge bank accounts. Among the 
shabby genteel army of bummers one 
meets there are men who, during the past 
decade and a half, have themselves been 
millionaires; men who had been taught 
from their early childhood that it is not 
the correct thing to eat with one’s knife, or 
to mistake a finger bowl for a lemonade 
glass, just because a bit of lime had been 
cast into the water. Such men are to-day 
humbling themselves by soliciting a half 
dollar, or even less, from the remaining 
few prosperous 
MININO STOCK OPKRATORS. 
ft required a gradual descent to this shame­ 
ful level, but they have reached it, and they 
now appear to be devoid of any degree of 
energy or ambition to rise above it. Among 
this class may also be seen the remnant of 
what once was one of the most prosperous 
lawyers in this city. He held public posi­ 
tions of honor and trust; he was surround­ 
ed by an affectionate and refined family ; 
but his passion for stock gambling induced 
him to neglect his profession; he became 
impoverished and he failed to provide for 
his family, the members of wli'ch are now 
scattered broadcast upon the face of the 
earth ; and at present he is the veritable 
successor to the once notorious “ Gutter 
Hniue.” From having been one of the 
neatest and most energetic men in this 
city, it is now unsafe, for one possessing a 
sensitive nasal organ, to approach him 
within ten teet distance ; and he retains 
only sufficient energy to beg for a nickel. 
This is only one case of many who have 
been dragged into the slums by neglecting 
their legitimate vocations and chasing alter 
the stock gambling mirage. 
THE FKMALK 8T0CK DKALIIB8, 
Gallantly denominated “ mud hens,” have 
fared no better. The greater number have 
retired from the field in a vanquished 
state, and the few remaining on the 
“ street” are not so gayly attired as In the 
golden past. Silks, satins, diamonds and 
such other trifles as gladden the heart of 
woman, have been absorbed in the lower 
levels of the Comstock lode. Now and 
then one will come across a few old crones 
in Pauper alley, holding a bundle of min­ 
ing stock shares in their hands, which have 
not been quoted for a year or mare, still 
with hope in their bosoms that some day 
their paper rags may yet make them rich. 
Poor, deluded creatures! 
THE LOTTERY STEALING. 
Now that the mining stock business has 
become so unprofitable, those who only 
venture a few dollars now and then have 
become votaries to the more popular gam­ 
bling phase—lottery. Very few have a 
conception of the magnitude of the lottery 
ticket traffic in this city ; and it is on the 
increase from month to month. In com­ 
parison to the money expended for lottery 
tickets, bakers’ bills are a nominal trifle. 
This species of gambling is not confined to 
any one stratum of society. Ob, no I From 
the millionaire down to the poor one dollar 
and a half per day laborer, is this demor­ 
alizing "speculation” indulged in. The 
law against the sale of lottery tickets is 
very stringent, but it is only periodically 
that the vigilant police “ nab” a dealer, 
and it is generally a poor devil who lias 
only about ten or twenty dollars to invest 
in his stock of trade. 
It is a rare matter to hear of one of the 
heavy dealers paying the penalty pre­ 
scribed for his unlawful traffic. Títere are 
LOTTERY TICKET DEALERS 
Here, whose monthly commissions aggre­ 
gate from $1,000 to $2.000 each. They are 
well clad, respectable-appearing men, and 
can be found at all hours of the day and 
night in the principal hotels and other pub­ 
lic resorts. The police know them, and 
are familiar with their mode of earning a 
livelihood, yet they permit them to pursue 
their course without molestation. From the 
most unquestionable authority your corre­ 
spondent learns that there are individual 
nten and women here who expend thou­ 
sands of dollars in the various lottery 
schemes annually, and these very men anil 
women are the loudest to decry any other 
phase of gambling. One of ¡he female 
leaders of the so-called highest social cir­ 
cles here does not hesitate to acknowledge 
that she squandered $50,000 in various lot­ 
tery enterprises in a very few year3, and 
excuses her folly by saying that her hus­ 
band lost almost ten times that sum in un­ 
successful mining stock ventures. In fact, 
there is not one servant employed in the 
hotel in which your correspondent resides 
—it is a very large one, toiñ-who does not 
Invest in lottery schemes. So long as the 
authorities do not take more active steps to 
suppress this evil, the inevitable result will 
prove more demoralizing, geneially speak­ 
ing, than niiningstock manipulations. The 
press of this city is quiet upon this matter, 
as it is upon ail subjects affecting the moral 
welfare of the community. 
EX-SENATOR SHARON. 
The death of ex-Senator Sharon was the 
matter chiefly discussed during the week. 
During the period of his health and con­ 
stantly increasing financial prosperity 
there were few indeed, outside of those de­ 
pendent upon him, who sang his praises. 
If he did much good with his enormous 
wealth it was performed with the right 
hand so that tlieother should be left ignorant 
of the act, and your correspondent is fully 
familiar with this subject. There is no 
doubt that ttie dying man performed many 
acts of charity—his devotion to his bene­ 
factor, the late W. C. Ralston, when the 
bands of ali his former friends werePhilis- 
tinically turned against him, on that dread­ 
ful day’in August, 1875, proves that. But, 
“bompitratively, he never looked after his 
less fortunate contemporaries as do Senator 1 
Jones and John YY. Mack.iv. 
There are no other wealthy men in this 
city whose riches are so greatly underesti­ 
mated as those ot Senator Sharon. His 
possessions are now valued at about $9,- 
000JMX), hut his will will show that his 
estate foots up nearer $15,000,000 than the 
former sum. There is only one man fa­ 
miliar with the approximate value of his 
wealth, and that is his private secretary, 
who has been in his confidential service 
nearly sixteen years. The woman claim­ 
ing to be Mr. Sharon’s wife, who 
purposed appearing at the Baldwin Theater 
soon, has temporarily relinquished her in­ 
tention. and it is believed that she will 
now appear on the streets, making a dis­ 
graceful exhibition of herself attired in the 
deepest ol' deep mourning. 
That this 
woman will receive enough to keep her for 
life, now that Mr. Sharon is dead, is not 
doubted by her bitterest foe. Of course 
the divorce suit is virtually ended ; but she 
may be able to contest the will until a 
great portion of the estate becomes absorbed 
by litigation. The impression prevails that 
she can be bought off with two or three 
hundred thousand dollars, and that, in the 
face of the promise exacted by her alleged 
husband “ not to settle with her upon any 
basis.'' the heirs will find it not only profit­ 
able, but expedient in many ways, to com­ 
promise with the alleged wife as above in­ 
sinuated. 
• 
IMMORALITY OV HAN YRANCISCO. 
Since the conviction of Stead, editor of 
the I’all Hall UazeUc. i’or honestly showing 
up the gross immoralities in high and low 
London life, it may, perhaps, be a danger­ 
ous venture to journalistically dwell upon 
the moral impurities of this city. But the 
fact is established beyond contradiction 
that, comparatively speaking. San Fran­ 
cisco is the most immoral city in the Union. 
The youth of both sexes leave the parental 
roof atan age when elsewhere they are just 
being taught one thing or another to enable 
them to earn an honest living. That is a 
secondary consideration here, in a great 
measure. At all hours of the night boys 
and girls, scarcely out of their teens, can 
be met entering and emerging from the 


lowest dives and beer cellars. They are 
mere children, with the beautiful rose- 
tinted complexion of young manhood or 
womanhood not yet obliterated ; but 
it will not be long ere they look older 
than their progenitors. Hundreds upon 
hundreds of young girls, from 18 to 22 
years of age, who are regarded as being 
“ respectable,” breakfast at restaurants un­ 
attended. But they are devoid of that de­ 
gree of modesty one would expect of roung 
women of that age. Their language is that 
of the woman who has drained the cup of 
pleasure to the bitter dregs. Occasionally 
one hears them speak of their husbands, 
but they speak of them with such a degree 
of timidity that the intelligent listener is 
at once convinced that they are not refer­ 
ring to the genuine article. It appears to 
be a labor of love lost to even make an 
effort to bring order out of this immoral 
chaos. 
MUNIFICENCE OF SENATOR STANFORD. 
A subject entirely foreign to the above, 
and one that is being discussed with a de­ 
gree of profound respect by the better and 
educated element of this city, is the un­ 
ostentatious philanthropy 
of 
Senator 
Stanford. At a certain period the banker 
Peabody was looked upon as the foremost 
philanthropist of America. He made his 
money in London, and expended about 
$•1,000,000 for charity and educational pur­ 
poses, in his native State, Massachu­ 
setts. Senator Stanford is now setting 
aside about $25,000.000 for the ame­ 
lioration of 
the condition of his 
fellow-citizens of his adopted State, 
and there is no saying how much inore of 
his wealth he will devote to this noble pur­ 
pose, thus erecting an enduring monument 
to his philanthropic nature, tar in advance 
of those of Girard and Cooper. One hears 
nothing but expressions of praise for what 
he has done, and it >s safe to assert that 
there is not a more unselfish man on the 
American continent than he. No granite 
cloud-kissing shafts can perpetuate his 
noble name as «in the generous deeds he is 
constantly performing, in public and in pri­ 
vate. This is not the expressed sentiment 
of an individual, but it is the sentiment of 
the entire intelligent masses of the Pacific 
slope. 
BITS OF SCIENCE. 
At the late meeting of the French Asso­ 
ciation at Grenoble, after a long discussion, 
the opinion was almost unanimously ex­ 
pressed “ that there can no longer be a 
doubt of the existence in the tertiary period 
o! an ancestral form of man." 
A new alloy, a combination of manga­ 
nese and tin, has been introduced as suit­ 
able for beatings in which shafting is 
required to run at a high speed, and for 
other articles for which a high degree of 
tenacity and great closeness of grain aro 
required. 
An association for the protection of wild 
plants has been organized in Geneva. The 
projectors state that they will cultivate the 
Alpine varieties, and sell them at such 
prices that it will not he worth any one’s 
while to dig up the wild plants, which are 
being rapidly exterminated by botanists, 
collectors and tourists. 
Frobach has discovered tv method of 
making sugar without crushing or press­ 
ing the canes. The cane is cut into 
strips, and 
the water is extracted 
by alcoholic vapor, 
which 
leaves 
the saccharine to be dissolved into 
liquid. The alcohol and sugar are filtered 
out by means of lime and chalk. It is 
claimed that this process of manufacture 
will add one-third to the production over 
and above any process now in use. 
This is the Bruce system of balloon sig­ 
naling: An ordinary balloon of very trans­ 
lucent material is employed. In the 
inside of the balloon 
electric-glow 
lamps are arranged. The balloon is a 
captive one, and the rope which attaches 
it to the earth is utilized for the support 
of wires to convey the electricity to the 
lamps. When the balloon is sent up at 
night the lamps are caused to illuminate 
the balloon at intervals of longer or shorter 
duration, so as to present signals to the 
distant observer, in accordance with the 
Morse alphabet. 
M. de Parviile has published a paper on 
the presence of bacteria in the air we 
breathe. He says that the proportion of 
bacteria in a cubic meter is six in sea air, 
one in the air of high mountain, sixty in 
the principal cabin of a ship at sea, 200 in 
the air at the top of the Pantheon in Paris, 
300 in the Rue de Rivoli of Paris, 0,000 in 
the Parisian sewers, 30,000 in the old Paris­ 
ian houses, 40,000 in the new hospital of 
the Hotel Dieu, of Paris, and 79,000 in the 
old hospital of Pitie in Paris. In Ryder 
street, St. James, London, a cubic meter of 
air contains only 240 bacteria, whereas in 
the Ilue de Rivoli the same quantity of air 
contains 300. 
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T h e L v r g est S e w e r 
in t h e W o r l d . 
There is being built in Washington City a 
sewer which is larger by seven feet than 
any other sewer in the world. In its small­ 
est part it is larger than the largest of the 
sewers in Paris. For over 2,000 feet it is a 
circular sewer of 22 leet in diameter. There 
is connected with it a sewer 5.000 feet, or 
nearly one mile in length, of 20 feet in di­ 
ameter. A fully equipped palace car, loco­ 
motive and all, could be run through it 
without difficulty. This enormous sewer 
is intended to drain the immense water 
shed lying to the north of the city. Be­ 
sides that it will carry to the eastern branch 
of the Potomac all the contents of the 
smaller system of sewers in the northern 
part of the city. It will take probably a 
year to complete the work. The Boundary 
street sewer, with its connecting systems, 
will cost when completed over $700,000. 
At present the excavation is made by ma­ 
chinery operated by steam power, which 
lifts the dirt out and lands it on the com­ 
pleted part of the work by means of a sys­ 
tem of cables. The same cables also áre 
used in lowering the bricks and cement 
to the workmen.—[Mining and Scientific 
Press. 


F e a t h e r T rim m in g s.—The new, graceful 
and airy feather trimmings are two and 
three inches wide, in bands of black, wine 
color, two shades of green, two of olive, two 
blue in dark shades, and charming evening 
tints of rose, light blue and white. The 
fringes are five inches deep, of ostrich in 
the shape of tails in some shades, others in 
mingled colors, as wine and white, amber 
ana white, two olive tints or olive and chin­ 
chilla. In oilier fantastic styles the feath­ 
ers lie in reverse overlaid with small plu­ 
mage of fowls. There are thick rich ruches 
of green gold feathers standing out in high 
relief from the stem, utlters for ball cos­ 
tumes are ¡ti downy pink, white and blue, 
light as thistle down. Another exquisite 
style, of hand iff creamy white, resembles 
the softest and finest fur. Dark, lustrous 
feathers lie overlapping with their points 
raised, interspersed at regular distances 
with curly, delicate brown gossamer tips of 
great beauty. This is duplicated in a mix­ 
ture of softest dark garnet and sea green 
blended in irregular patches.—[Philadel­ 
phia Record, 


Is t h e L a n d o f t h e K a z ii.— The Afghan 
women, of whom we saw perhaps a dozen, 
wore no bonnets, but simply a long vail of 
gauzy stuff. Look at them in the right 
way and they are pretty. Tbeir counte­ 
nances have a Jewish cast, but they are not 
brunettes. Their skin is pale, strikingly 
so, and they wear their hair tied over á 
ball, so as to make them look more than 
naturally white. They walk remarkably 
well, and in the management of tbeir vails 
display much grace and elegance. Of the 
men I may as well say that they are not 
unlike what a cross between a Hindoo and 
a Persian would be. Athletic, fair and 
well-bearded, they have aquiline faces, 
with the foreheads shaved, and the hair on 
the sides hanging in curls that fall overthe 
shoulders in a picturesque, shaggy, man­ 
like way.

He will apply the principle, but will prob­ 
ably confine its operation to those within 
the party, which is a very different con­ 
struction to that put upon the law by Re­ 
publicans. 
a d e d ic a t io n . 
Monday night was a red letter event in 
theatricals—Boston’s new theater w»s dedi­ 
cated—and such a pack, its like has not 
been lo 1 these years. It was not the theater 
mob either, but the ’stocracy. the “ ups and 
ups,” who broke down the outer railings 
and parked the outer vestibule and over­ 
came the police, and crushed laces and 
rumpled silks to get first into the Hollis 
street house, for every seat had long ago 
been sold. It is a handsome house, hut 1 
can’t pause to describe it. Brigham, the 
owner, was the proudest man in the Bay 
State, as he bowed right and left from his 
box. Governor Robinson and staff' gave 
their patronage to the event, and fat and 
contented Ben Butler w'as prominent 
among the big lights. Gilbert and Sullivan's 
“ Mikado,” their latest musical novelty, 
was the attraction, and the well-known 
journalist, Nathaniel Childs, read the dedi­ 
catory poem—too long, but very good 
withal. By the way, Carleton and his 
troupe are out your way with this operatic 
fantasy, the “ Mikado,” and if they come 
your way don’t fail to hear the thing. It 
repeats the Gilbert and Sullivanisnis a good 
deal—the}' have a groove—but for all that 
you will be delighted with Yum-Yum, 
Pitti-Sing, Nanki-Poob, and all the other 
unpronouncable caricatures upon Japanese 
high life. 
AUTUMN GONE— CALIFORNIA. 
Autumn, with its brown and gold and 
haze and lazy twilights, fairly leaped out of 
otir arms with the opening of this week, 
and tbe mercury went down to 44° with a 
rush, and the rawness of the threat of win­ 
ter was felt. And such winters as we do 
have here ; but such delights accompany as 
you mild-climated Californians know not. 
It may, by the way, interest you to know 
that California is to the great body of we 
conservative New Englanders still a sort of 
curiosity—a land of strangeness and of ro­ 
mance. This is proved by the fact that 
Professor Royce, of Harvard, is lecturing 
to us on the early days of California, and 
his lectures fill one of our most capacious 
lecture-rooms with a deeply interested au­ 
dience. There have been two of these lect­ 
ures, and three others, I believe, are to 
follow. Except that California is to Bos­ 
tonians a land of some romantic interest 
yet. you can see that lectures on the subject, 
no matter who orated, would not draw as 
do Professor Royce’s. 
BUSINESS—THE TABER SCANDAL. 
Business is picking up ail along the 
New England coast. Herein Boston there 
can be no mistaking the facts. When 
money “ livens” up and flushes the stock 
market, it is a sign of the purse-strings 
loosening. Among the business men there 
is greater confidence and more nronouneed 
expressions of hope being realized, though 
so long deferred. Our exports largely 
increased in the fortnight just closing, the 
Great Basin mining stocks went upward 
with the tide; country orders for quick 
tilling nearly doubled over the same lapse 
of time last year ; money use charge came 
down a notch, and the filthy lucre came 
into the market seeking investors. 
Mills 
closed out for some months are rapping the 
rust off the journals, and the white coat is 
being rubbed from long unused machinery. 
I honestly believe we are to have an active 
business winter—and we need it, by the 
way.The Taber case, our pet scandal, of 
which you have heard, has come to one 
ending, but there are others ahead in 
doubt. 
Fred. Taber charged Annie, who 
was once his beloved wife, with adultery 
with parson Downs of the Bowdoin-square 
Church. Annie tiled a cross bill, saying to 
Fred, “ You, too.” and adding that her rib 
partner had cruelly treated her. The case 
has been the juicy morsel for weeks in the 
watery mouths of those who feed upon the 
scandals of domestic life divulged. The 
Court on Monday last gave judgment fi r 
Fred, which places Downs and Annie in 
the atmosphere of judicially determined 
guilt—as the lawyers would say. A re­ 
markable phase of the case is, that all the 
while delicate, fragile Annie has been an 
inmate of parson Downs’ house, and petted 
aiid nursed (fur she is ill) by Mrs. Downs, 
and this is pointed to by her friends as 
proof strong as holy writ that she and her 
saintly adorer are guiltless. 
He bears it 
bravely; declares his innocence, and will 
remain at his post until the church makes 
it uuendurably hot for him. Downs has 
“ preached " about this case from his 
pulpit while it was on trial. 
For a 
legally 
determined guilty man 
he 
brazens it out wonderfully well. And 
the way he stood by' Mrs. Taber 
is chivalric. 
It torces you to respect the 
muscular and personally magnetic preach­ 
er. Your fancy cannot exaggerate any 
conception of how this famous ease has 
stirred Boston to its depths. Downs is to 
be tried on the criminal charge, and so the 
whole case will be gone over again, and 
by that time we shall nauseate of it. 
Downs’ church will probably fire him, and 
his many sympathizers will get but cold 
consolation from the public. 
THE GRANGERS. 
The National Grange 1’atrons of Hus­ 
bandry opened its nineteenth session here 
this week, and the agricultural fellows 
from all over Uncle Sam’s dominion are 
being entertained right royally and as Bos­ 
tonians know how. From the report of 
Master Woodman it appears that up* to 1882 
the outgo of the body exceeded its income. 
For three years past, however, the National 
Grange has kept itself on an even keel with 
a ballast of a balance over in its treasury. 
The genera! condition of the Order he re­ 
ports to be good in most of the States. In 
1885 ninety new Granges were instituted, 
and 150 dormant ones revivified. I had the 
pleasure of an introduction on Wednesday 
to the California representatives in the 
National Grange—Hon. Wiu. Johnston and 
wife, of Sacramento. 
Mr. Johnston 
expressed 
himself 
as 
immensely 
pleased 
with 
the 
personal 
ap­ 
pearance of his fellow-representatives 
and their intelligence and legislative ability 
excited his specially warm praise. The 
body meets in ths banquet-hall of the 
United States Hotel. The room is superbly 
draped, its decorations being something 
notably rich and beautiful. Thursday the 
national body was formally welcomed to 
Boston andjhe hospitality of the city ex­ 
tended. Governor Robinson and Mayor 
O'Brien made speeches, and Master Draper, 
of Worcester, formally welcomed the 
Grange to the State. Replies were made by 
Grand Master Woodman, of Michigan; 
Hon. Put Darden, ol Mississippi; Hon. 
Janies Lipscomb, of South Carolina, and 
Hon. J. H. Bingham, of Ohio, while Gov­ 
ernor Robie, of Maine, spoke for New En­ 
gland, and Hon. S. G. Luce, of Michigan, 
responded. The sensation of the affair 
was the speech of General Darden, which 
was a blow straight from the shoulder 
against the protective tariff, which affords 
commerce and manufacture* protection, 
and agriculture none. 
AROUND B08TON. 
The effort at Cambridge of Wendell 
Baker, of Harvard, to beat the 600-yard 
foot record of Cambridge came to a sudden 


end by Baker being seised with illness 
shortly after he had entered on the last 
half of his quarter-mile. Among sprinters 
his attempt against time had excited 
much interest. He will try again 
The Deadham mills are to re-open, and 
we shall have renewed industry cn that 
side, after long stagnation. 
In Lynn the anti-liquor war is waging 
hotly, and violators who maintain liquor 
nuisances are snatched up and promptly 
fined $100 and sent to town jail fur front a 
quarter to a half year. 
Over at the Navy-vard the only thing 
new is a scrap of the Puritan ’ 3 mainsail 
that was hung up this week in the yard 
museum for yachtsmen to worship. 
All the towns near the city are consider­ 
ing sanitary conditions and expending 
money with unwonted liberality in that 
direction. They do not propose that the 
spring thaw shall find them too full-handed 
to fight the threats of filth diseases. Scar­ 
let fever and sntall-pox have had a good 
deal to do with causing the present ac­ 
tivity. 
In most of the towns the polo clubs are 
waking up, and some new ones are being 
organized. The struggle for the front place 
in the New England League will be a 
vigorous one, so far as the Massachusetts 
clubs are concerned. The Woburn players 
are just now our champions, they having 
the best organization, and besides Thurs­ 
day night their team won the best two out 
of three at the Lynn tournament against 
the Somerville, Lynn and Brockton clubs. 
A Newburyport man, C. H. Barker, has 
become famous this week by falling heir to 
a fortune of $7.000,000 in London. Barker 
is a hard-working young mechanic, with a 
large family. There are three other Barkers 
in the State, who are to share in the wind­ 
fall, and one in Paris. 
The Country Club races at Clyde Park 
were made tragic Wednesday by the mis­ 
step of a (Iyer in a hurdle'race. Frank 
Codman, the rider, was thrown and killed 
before the eyes of his father, who was the 
first to reach him. He was the club’s 
favorite rider, and a popular young man, of 
a prominent family and a noted horse 
fancier. The accident sent away fhe hun­ 
dreds gathered at the race course with 
blanched faces. 
There is a lively sntall-pox excitement in 
Hingham, and general alarm over the fear 
of an epidemic season. 
The Temperance coffee-house agitation is 
being renewed along the whole line, with a 
view of getting up a boom on the subject 
here in Boston and in the cltief towns. 
The meetings held thuB far have been lurge 
and representative. 
The liveliest interest has prevailed in 
Brockton since ¡Thursday on the shoe 
manufacturers’ manifesto to the working­ 
men. 
The manufacturers are solidly 
massed and able to dictate terms. The pay 
rate they have given out reully gives the 
worker an ultimate greater sum the year 
round than ¿lie wage rate heretofore paid— 
a fact that fairly dumbfounds the employes.

Broad-striped materials worn Under bod­ 
ices and tunics of plain textiles are again in 
high vogue. 
The paler shades of green are used in 
small quantities in tine millinery with ex­ 
cellent effect. 
Feather-striped woolen noveltv goods are 
not really striped with feathers,'but with a 
silken cashmere goat’s hair textile of great 
beauty and durability. 
There arc few fabrics that combine more 
of the best qualities of woolen goods than 
the woolen serges. They are durable, lady­ 
like, and just now very popular. 
All medium shades of dark and pale 
green ate very fashionable—reseda, sage, 
cress. Chartreuse, olive, Russian or bottle 
or invisible green, bronze and even pea 
green. 
The newest stockings have the feet, ankles 
and half way the calf ¡1 1 solid color, the 
upper half in contrasting color, sometimes 
striped, again barred, and frequently plain, 
but in color of a sharp contrast to the lower 
half of the hose. 
Tinsel is a steadily-increasing element in 
millinery decoration. Tinsel plush, where 
shining lines of gilt or silver lie embedded, 
is shown in endless designs and rich color­ 
ings, and heavy tinsel and chenille cord- 
ings, bands and soft, rich networks are 
among the very recent importations. 
Novelties in carpets and Oriental rugs 
display some features entirely new. and in 
color combinations that would enchant an 
artist. The rugs come from Bahndattr, 
Kllore, Agra, Ahloowalla; Daghestan and 
Mecca, while the American rugs imitate 
the colors and effects of these Oriental im­ 
portations admirably. 
Effort is again made to revive the use of 
old Chantilly lace, and new patterns are 
shown designed for flounces and trimmings 
for elegant wraps. An exquisite imitation 
of thread in black laee and several beauti­ 
ful designs of copying point, in white lace, 
have appeared, and these are now first 
choice as garnitures for draping silk or satin 
gowns. 
In chanssures Moliere shoes are now pre­ 
ferred, ot glazed kid, very simple, ot correct 
cut, and coming up to’ the ankle. Boots 
are of all styles, from the cloth boots faced 
with kid to the excursion boot of chagreen, 
with double sole, tightly laced in front to 
prevent sprains, and the American boot of 
dull kid, faced with patent leather. All 
have the low heel, not quite plain and 
square, but curved out a little in the Louis 
Quinze style.

SIMPLICITY AND CITY LIFE. 
S—m e P ractical Suggestions for Increased 
H appiness W hile at H om e. 
Many of our readers have lately returned 
from visits to seashore, mountain or coun­ 
try with a new lease of life and strength. If 
they should analyze the sources of the en­ 
joyment they have had, some would find 
that a large part of it has arisen from the 
simplicity in which they have lived. For 
a short time they have in largo degree laid 
aside the care and strain to which they 
have been subjected; they have adopted 
regularity of habit, earlier hours of retiring 
and rising, and, perhaps, a plainness of 
dress and of fare, of habitation and of style, 
that they would have thought impossible 
in the city; they have consulted oomfurt 
before show, convenience before fashion, 
health before excitement. Concealing due 
credit to the change of air and scene, we 
yet believe that much of the benefit and 
pleasure of a summer vacation springs from 
these simpler and more regular ways and 
freedom from conventionality in which it 
is spent. If this be so, may it not suggest 
the possibility of infusing something.of the 
same character into our city life? Why 
should that which we find easy and agree­ 
able in one place be thought quite imprac­ 
ticable in another? Why should small 
hardships that only draw forth a joyous 
laugh from a camping party in thesummer 
cause a blush of shame or a doleful moan 
from the same persons in the winter? 
Above all, why should we enjoy such un­ 
alloyed independence and liberty at one 
time, and sacrifice it all at the back of cus­ 
tom or fashion at another? When we see 
the hurry and drive that appenrs almost 
compulsory in city life, the anxious and 
weary faces that throng the streets ; when 
we hear the continual excuse of want of 
time for sociability, for study, for the priv- 
leges of different kinds that are so liberally 
spread before us, we feel, witli a recent 
public speaker, that “ it is time to discuss 
with some seriousness the question wheth­ 
er there is any •hitch’ in the life of cities 
which make it impossible for those who 
live in them to enjoy the very advantages 
for which cities are budded.” Certain it 
is, however, that if there be such a “ hitch” 
it is not inherently essential to city life, 
nor should it be patiently submitted to. It 
is the fault, not of the city, but of the citi­ 
zens. Were they independent enough to 
secure simplicity in their affairs, in their 
expenditures and in their lives, all would 
be changed, and efficiency and serenity 
would reign where they are so much 
needed. Fortunately, in 'this country we 
are all, as a rule, workers, and an idler is a 
rare and dishonored exception. But we 
do not always work wisely or well. Some 
attempt too many things, and so accom­ 
plish nothing satisfactorily ; some attempt 
what they are not fitted for, and therefore 
fail, while many pass their entire lives in 
an eager and nervous strain, alternated 
witli fretful despondency because they can­ 
not reach the impossible. If, instead of all 
this, we were content to do one thing thor­ 
oughly and in the best manner, and to let 
that one thing be just tfi.-t which we can 
do bost. we should attain to a simplicity in 
our labor which would relieve our tired 
nerves and replace the jaded, harassed look, 
that we so often tarry, wth a serene and 
cheerful expression. The “ vaulting ambi­ 
tion which o’erleaps itself’ is responsible 
for much of the wear and tear of city life, 
and when it sleeps for a short time during 
a summer vacation the benefit is palpable. 
The simplicity of expenditure is no less 
important to peace and happiness. By 
this we do not mean mere retrenchment, 
but that wise and independent manner ot 
spending that chooses comfort, health, ed­ 
ucation and real refinement, and refuses 
vanity, self-indulgence and display. The 
spending of money always involves choice 
and usually some sacrifice. One thing 
must lie given up for the sake ol' another, 
and the art of selection is one on which 
much of life’s happiness depends. Emer­ 
son well says: “ Spend for your expense 
and retrench the expense that is not yours. 
We are sympathetic, and, like children, we 
want everything we see. But it is a large 
stride to independence when a man, in the 
discovery of his proper talent, has sunk the 
necessity fur false expenses.” In our sum­ 
mer vacations our expenditures are usually 
somewhat more in this line. We then pay 
for rest, for refreshment, for health and 
vigor, for pure and simple pleasures ; in a 
word, for the means wherewith to brighten 
and invigorate lile and to do our work more 
efficiently. In the city too many pay for 
the privilege of imitating those a little 
richer than they are, of keeping up a cer­ 
tain style, of preserving certain conven­ 
tionalities ; and for these fancied advant­ 
ages they often pay, not only money, but 
time, comfort, domestic happiness, health 
of body, pence of mind, serenity of life.

A FXigli License. 
The entire country is turning its atten­ 
tion to the merits of the Iowa Democratic 
theory of High License, and in the discus­ 
sion going on it is generally shown to la­ 
the most effective means of diminishing 
the evils of the liquor trafile, and the 
cause is growing. The New York Sun 
closes an editorial on the subject by saying: 
" Let New York, have a high license so 
that we, too, may get the advantages of 
a measure which works so happily lor 
public economy and public morals.” 
The high license law, known as the 
Harper law, has now been on tiial in Illi­ 
nois long enough to enable us to see how 
such a system of regulating the liquor 
traffic works practically in a great and 
populous State. The law, passed in 1883, 
fixes the minimum license fee for dram 
shops at $500, and for malt liquors at $150 
only in cities, towns and villages, and 
authorizes County Boards to grant licenses 


0 1 1 like terms upon petition of the legal 
voters of any town or precinct. 
We have reports of the working of the 
new system in haif the counties of the 
State, obtained by the Chicago Tribune. In 
Cook county, in which Chicago is situated, 
the liquor men are most able to prevent the 
execution of the law, and yet even there 
the number of saloons has been diminished 
from 5,000 to 1,000. ami tbe city revenue 
lias been increased hy more than $1,000,000. 
In nineteen other cities and towns there 
were, before the enforcement of the high 
license, 733 saloons, yielding a revenue of 
$89,950. There are now in these places 
only 488 saloons, but the revenue has been 
increased to $253,000. 
The high license fee has had the effect to 
shut up the low groggeries in towns and 
their suburbs, which are always the resorts 
of vile characters, anil the oonsequence is 
leas crime and less drunkenness. Ths 


number of arrests has fallen off, and drunk­ 
enness has decreased in the large cities by 
30 per cent. There is also an improvement 
in the quality of men who keep the saloons 
for the business has grown to be more de­ 
cent and respectable, so that even those who 
sell liquor "acknowledge that the law is 
working beneficially. 
Tbe report from Cairo is that “ disorder­ 
ly conduct and arrests have decreased not 
less than 50 per cent.;" from Quincy, that 
“ it has materially lessened the Police 
Court cases for drunkenness ; ’ from Spring­ 
field, that “ the number of arrests has di­ 
minished over 15 per cent.” From the 
rural counties equally favorable reports are 
sent.The taxes of the communities are lessen­ 
ed, and their expenses for maintaining 
public older are decreased. Tbe liquor 
business gets into the hands of better men, 
whose interests induce them toassist in en­ 
forcing the laws, and both those who drink 
and those who refrain are better served and 
protected.—[Sioux City Tribune. 


A r t e s ia n W e l l s .—The Plumas Aational 
says: 
Sierra Valley is being greatly benefited 
by artesian wells. Some of them are very 
large and irrigate considerable ground, but 
most are only useful for stock. There is a 
little sulphur in the water, just enough to 
keep the cattle in fine condition. They 
vary in temperature from 50 to 88 degrees. 
One of the two 0 1 1 Jared Bates’ ranch is 70, 
the other 82. Warm water is much better 
for fattening cattle than cold. Mr. Bates’ 
two wells are down 832 feet, and cost only 
$85 a pieco. Tbe augfir went as high as 400 
fest in one day. The first well was on John 
Wilson’s ranch, six miles from Beckwith. 
He has two wells; Jared Bates two, G. 
Jones one, Charles Perry one, Hampton 
Ede one, J. Riley one. Ed. Camron two, W. 
McCormick one, Walter Ede one, George 
Humphrey's one, Abe Ede one, E. Free­ 
man one, S. Lathrop one, P. Wherity one, 
P. Conly one, A. B. Iluntly one, L. E. Hor­ 
ten one, A. Ferasi one, and one big one on 
the old Bobo place that flows over a hun­ 
dred gallons a minute. The others vary 
from two to twenty, except Mr. McCor­ 
mick’s, which flows sixty. They are now 
boring one at Enscoe’s, Loyalton, but are 
troubled with rocks and sand. The ma­ 
chinery is owned by the settlers. The set­ 
tlers on the west side have a six-inch ma­ 
chine owned by Haley at Honey.Izike. It 
is at the Freeman place now, and has 
just commenced a well. 


E N O u o n t o M a k e O n e 's M o u t h W a t e r . 
We find the following in the Truckee Ke- 
j/ublican of November 18th : 
^ The season of sleighing is at hand, and 
Truck cei tea will have a world of enjoy­ 
ment during the next few months, hine 
turnouts have become quite popular in 
town, anil most ol the wealthy citizens 
have elegant rigs.

A rtificial Silk.—A Mr. Chardonnet, in 
France, has patented the following process 
of manufacturing artificial silk : Fine ccl- 
ullose, called idtrat, solub'e in alcohol and 
ether, and a reducing stuff like chloride ot 
¡ron, cbromnte of magnesia in combination 
with an organic oxidizing base, arc mixed 
and let stand still until full reaction has 
set in. 
This solution is subjected to a 
pregsure of several atmospheres, and after­ 
ward run out of a vessel, which is provided 
with openings like those on the head of a 
silk worn), the liquid becoming sufficiently 
consistent to be wound upon a reel without 
breaking.—[Journal of Fabric.

I am perfectly w illing to 
oblige a pliost by getting up in th e m iddle 
of the night to dig up its m oney if I can 
thus give it rest and contentm ent. B ut if it 
has any wrongs it w ants to have avenged, I 
m ust respectfully ask it to call up some 
other m an who is a better avenger th an 1 
am . 
My health is not robust enough to 
for a good reliable a v en g e r; and w hen I 
have any avenging of m y own to do, 1 al­ 
ways hire a practical avenger, rath er than 
attem pt to do m y ow n avenging.

T h e M ethod in W h ich th e W o rk is B eing 
D o n e—E x te n t o f th e D a m a g e . 


T he New Y ork Tribune says; T he hare 
poles of the scaffold that has been built 
around tlie obelisk in Central Park over­ 
look the pyram id th at form s tlie top o f tlie 
shaft. T he colossal size o f the obelisk 
show s to better advantage w ith the scaffold­ 
ing around it. 
T hiee sets of poles, each 
tw enty-five feet long, were bound secttreiv 
together for the fram ew ork of the scaffold. 
They rest 0 11 the broad lim estone base, 
w hich was brought from Egypt. 
The 
plin th on w hich tlie shaft rests is a solid 
block of granite eight feet high, and weighs 
over forty tons. 
T he obelisk rises eighty 
feet above this, and weighs 448,000 pounds. 
Park Com missioners Borden and C um ­ 
m ins, Professor 
D orem us, 
Dr. A rnold 
Hague, of tlie Fniteil States Geological 
Survey, Superintendent Parsons, and 11. M. 
Caffall, who lias the work of placing the 
paraffine on the stone for its protection 
from the weather, and other gentlem en 
m ade a careful exam ination, of the face of 
tlie stone 011 the 3d inst. Mr. Caffall found, 
w hile the icaffold was constructing, th at 
the real condition of the obelisk is m uch 
worse than was feared. 
T he entire outer 
surface has been largely affected by the 
w eather, and is beginning to scale. 
Dr. 
H ague, who has devoted m uch attention 
to the different kinds of granite, was m uch 
interested in the exam ination. T he process 
of disintegration, he concluded, has been 
developing for m any years in Egypt, but 
lias been hastened by the exposure to the 
frosts in this clim ate. T he result is a decay 
not unlike that seen in the great boulders 
on the W estern plains. 
Tlie pores of the 
stone absorb tlie w ater to a considerable 
depth, and the frost lias loosened im m ense 
scales. 
It is easy to pick off with a pocket-knife 
pieces as large as tlie palm of the hand and' 
a quarter of an inch thick. These pieces 
crum ble readily, show ing how rotten the 
surface has become. 
In one instance, a 
scale nearly a yard in length, and in som e 
places an inch in thickness, was pulled 
from the stone. 
A new fracture was found 
at tlie southeast corner of the base that 
m ust have developed w ithin a year. This 
will be cemented, and the entire surface 
will have to be treated w ith chisels before 
any paraffine can be used. 
W here the 
scales are removed, patches of soil, moss 
and vegetable form ations are disclosed. 
In 
five years, it was the opinion o f tlie party 
w ho m ade the exam ination yesterday, the 
shape and appearance of the shaft would 
()<■ alm ost ruined, at the present rate of dis­ 
integration. 
“ Very little idea existed of the condition 
of the obelisk." said Ma. Cattail. 
“ I have 
liad considerable experience in this country 
and Europe in treating m onum ents for 
their preservation, but I was not prepared 
to find the obelisk so badly affected by 
the clim ate. 
President Barnard, of Colum ­ 
bia College, in an article published in 
October, 1*83, ridiculed th e idea of this 
rapid decay. 
It would take thousands of 
years, he thought, to waste aw ay a single 
centim eter of the surface ; bu t th e decay is 
really now ten tim es tbat. as an y one can 
see. 
T he carvings are two inches deep 011 
the east side of the sh a ft; they are all gone 
on the west side.. The stone was originally 
polished, and on the east side very little 
decay has occurred.” 
" W ill any of this carving lie destroyed 
¡ by the process of repair?" asked a reporter. 
“ I shall take the greatest care to prevent 


VALUABLE 
R ECIPES. 


W hen it becomes necessary to trim a 
piece of rubber, it w ill be found th a t the 
knife will cut m uch m ore readily if dipped 
in water. 
A recipe for m aking a slm m poo m ixture 
is given as follows : S altso f tartar 4 ounces, 
pulverized borax 4 ounces, soft w ater 1 gal­ 
lon ; m ix and settle. 
Paper and leather m ay be rendered very 
pliable by soaking in a solution of one 
part acetate o f sodium or potassium in four 
to ten parts o f w ater, and drying. 
To m ake an in k black at the tim e of w rit­ 
ing, but w hich will disappear after a short 
tim e. Uoil nut galls in aqua vitie, p u t R o­ 
m an vitriol and sal am m oniac to it, and 
w hen cold dissolve a little gum a ra b ic ; it 
will, w hen w ritten w ith, vanish in tw enty- 
four hours. 
For producing a red stain on wood the 
wood is plunged first in a solution of one 
ounce o f curd soap in thirty-five fluid 
ounces of water, or else is rubbed w ith the 
solution, and then m agenta in a state of 
sufficient dilution to bring o u t the tone re­ 
quired is applied. 
All the aniline colors 
behave very well on wood. 
Printed m atter m ay be copied on any 
paper of an absorbent nature by dam pen­ 
ing the surface w ith a w eak solution of 
acetate of iron and pressing in an ordinary 
copying-press. 
Old w riting m ay also be 
copied on unsized paper if wet w ith a weak 
solution of sulphate of iron, m ixed w ith a 
sm all solution of sugar syrup. 
To rem ove iron stains from m arble, take 
butter of antim ony, 1 ounce; oxalic acid, 1 
o u n c e ; dissolve them in one p int o f water, 
add flour, and bring the com position to a 
proper consistency. 
Then lay it evenly 0 11 
the stained part w ith a brush, and after it 
has rem ained for a few days, w ash it off' 
and repeat the process if tlie stain is not 
quite removed. 
M. E tner proposes the follow ing sim ple 
m ethod o f determ ining the value of leather 
em ployed as belting. 
A cutting of tlie m a­ 
terial about .03 of an inch in thickness is 
placed in strong vinegar. 
If th e leather 
has been thoroughly acted upon by the 
tannin, and is hence o f good quality, it will 
rem ain for m onths even im m ersed w ithout 
alteration, sim ply becom ing a little darker 
in color. 
But, on the contrary, if no t well 
im pregnated by the tannin the fibres will 
quickly swell, and, after a sh o rt period, 
become transform ed into a gelatinous m ass.

THE FRUIT QUESTION. 
The comments made by Eastern fruit- 
dealers on the formation of the California 
Fruit ("nion, as recited in yesterday's dis­ 
patches, are all encouraging to the fruit­ 
growers of California. The testimony of 
these men is, that California fruit has 
never been properly marketed at the far 
East. Such as has reached New York, for 
instance, has been subject to a delay at 
Chicago, growing out of the practical mo­ 
nopoly a single firm enjoyed by reason of 
the vastness of its operations, and which 
enabled it to dictate terras, not onlv to 
selle is in California, but to purchasers at 
the East. Of course, it was to the interest 
of such middlemen to make their profits 
on a minimum amount of fruit shipped, 
rather than on large exportations from 
this .State. \\ ith the millions of people at 
the East who wish our fruit, it is astound­ 
ing to reflect that they have lieen so long 
at the beck and call of a handful of mid­ 
dlemen, and permitted to enjoy the Cali­ 
fornia products only as luxuries. No one 
expects middlemen to be driven out of the 
l&uut traffic. The situation is now such 
that they will naturally increase in num­ 
ber, and they can operate harmoniously 
with the producers of California, if they 
wish. The more there are of active dis­ 
tributing agents at the East, the more 
fruit we will dispose of, up to a point * 
limited by the capacity of the East to con­ 
sume, and our ability to supply shipping 
fruit. What the Californians want is for 
their fruits to go upon a general market, 
and at such a rate that they shall not be 
luxuries. Up to this time the major por­ 
tion of our fruit lias gone hv slow freight, 
and to the most Western market, because, 
by that method we secured the lower 
rate of transportation, and assumed the 
least risk of depreciation en route. Now 
all is changed. We are to have low rates 
ami speedy transportation. 
There re­ 
mains, therefore, no possible excuse for 
making the maximum of profit on the 
minimum of shipment. 
What we want 
now, is to look to prospective gains to the 
State to flow from general introduction of 
our products at the East, thus encouraging 
their profitable culture, and a> a result 
stimulating the settling of our lands, the 
increase of homes and the general prosper­ 
ity of all the people. The middle men 
can aid the fruit-growers in this purpose, 
and at the same time make handsome 
commissions upon our trade. But if they 
attempt to cripple the traffic and to 
monopolize it in a few hands, they, and 
the Fruit Union 
and fruit-growers, 
will instantly be placed at swords' points. 
There is a demand for our fruits that can 
no longer be concealed, but which has lieen 
disguised from us in the past. Even in 
semi-tropic New Orleans our fruits have 
had a considerable market, since they are 
earlier than the home products. With 
the obstacles to speedy transportation re­ 
moved. instead of New Orleans taking 
twenty-seven cars of fruit of us, as she did 
last year, she will now take a hundred and 
twenty-seven. Instead of a mere score of 
loads going to New York, ten and twenty 
score will be landed there, and in good 
condition, without stoppage or manipu­ 
lation in Chicago. In the way of these 
possibilities nothing must intervene. If 
the middle men attempt to bar the road 
they will be cast down and the ears' will 
roll over them. But they are not fools, or 
shortsighted. 
They will no longer at­ 
tempt the maximum of profit on the min­ 
imum of shipment, but will join hands 
with us and do their utmost to make 


Francis Dalton, in recently discussing 
the question of heredity of stature and 
types and their inheritance, before the 
Anthropological Section of the British 
Association, stated that his statistical in­ 
quiries had developed the fact that the 
child inherits partly from his parents and 
partly from his ancestry. 
He has estab­ 
lished that there Ls a reasonable and all- 
pervading law in lioth vegetable and ani­ 
mal life, that the further the genealogy of 
the child goes back, the more numerous 
and varied will his ancestry become, until 
they cease to differ from any equally nu­ 
merous sample taken at bap-hazard from 
the race at large. Their mean stature will 
then be the same as that of the race, or 
mediocre."^, The average regression of the 
offspring to a constant fraction of their 
mid-parental deviations is a reasonable 
law. 
It tells heavily against the full 
hereditary transmission of any rare and 
valuable gift, as only a few of many child­ 
ren would resemble their mid-parentage. 
The more exceptional the gift, the more 
exceptional will be the good fortune of the 
parent who has a son who overpasses him. 
It is an even-handed law, for it levies the 
-.ame heavy possession—tax on the trans­ 
mission of badness as well as of goodness. 
If it discourages the extravagant expecta­ 
tions of gifted parents that their children 
will inherit all their powers, it no less dis­ 
courages extravagant fears that they will 
inherit all their weaknesses and diseases. 
We have synopsized so much of the reflec­ 
tions of Mr. Dalton from the sketch in the 
Popular Science Monthly, to invite the at­ 
tention of the reader to the result of his 
own observations and inquiry in heredity. 
We are convinced that they will find even 
that narrow range of retrospection and re­ 
search to justify Dalton’s conclusions, and 
to account for the surprises that come 
within the knowledge of all in the matter 
of the character of the fruit the parental 
tree bears. 
It will present itself on re­ 
flection forcibly to any one who pauses even 
for a brief time to consider it, that the 
law Dalton lays down is a wise and neces­ 
sary one in the code of transmission. 
It 
will develop the conviction that any other 
law in heredity would result in either the 
speedy degeneration of the race of man to 
the merely animal level, or else in an ex­ 
altation impossible to contemplate. It is 
within tlie experience of every one of ma­ 
ture years that the expectation of progeny 
among parents is very rarely realized as to 
character and types. 
The gifted son to 
the gifted father is the exception, and yet, 
with the experience of theo]>erationsofthe 
law referred to before us, it is still 
the common 
expression 
of surprise 
that children are so frequently unlike the 
characteristics traceable in parental stems. 
Dalton goes still further, and points out 
that the regression which preserves in the 
race a fair level of intellectuality and 
morals, so operates that it is more frequent­ 
ly the case that an exceptional man is the 
somewhat exceptional son of rather medi­ 
ocre parents than the average son of very 
exceptional parents. Professor Asa Gray, 
the eminent botanist, in one of his reviews 
of Darwin’s origin of species, remarks that 
we know no more of the reason why the 
progeny occasionally deviates from the 
parent than we do why it usually resem­ 
bles it; and he adds, that the laws govern­ 
ing inheritance are apparently inscrutable. 
But under the Daltonian experiments it is 
shown that the deviation—at least as to 
stature—is not occasional but prevalent. 
In his experiments with seeds, Dalton 
proved that the offspring does not tend to 
resemble the parent seed in size, but to be 
always more mediocre than they; to be 
smaller than the parents if the parents 
were large, to be larger than the parents if 
the parents were very small. Applying 
tills inquiry to the human race he found 
the law to still obtain. Of course the law 
of race that individuals reproduce their 
like remains untouched, and the law by 
which modifications in the physical and 
mental attributes are worked out in the 
race through inheritance may be that 
which Dalton declares. 
THE FIRST BATTLE. 
It has lieen a favorite threat with the 
enemies of high license that they would de­ 
feat all sucli regulation bv swamping the 
( ourts with cases. 
In that way they pro­ 
posed to “smash the law” in I-os Angeles. 
But the law and order people of that good 
city replied: “ Try it on. we will see if the 
Judges we salary cannot sit out as many 
cases as you can bring. We will arrest 
and continue to arrest until your bail 
bond- pile up so high that no security you 
can offer will lie able to qualify." The 
contest began, and the high license men 
have won the first battle. 
The saloonists 
have taken the back track, and confess 
that the attempt to swamp the Courts is a 
flat failure. The have now begged for an 
agreed case on which to go to the Supreme 
Court, and it lias lieen granted, and thus 
we shall have a speedy determination of 
the legality of the high license ordinance. 
All honor to the valiant men of I.os An­ 
geles. 
They have exploded the false doc­ 
trine in which officials and police agencies 
love to indulge, that 110 law against a large 
number of offenders can lie enforced if 
tliev resist, because they can block the 
wheels of the Courts. That is all bosh, 
and always was. as the people of Los An­ 
geles have proven. The Courts and offi­ 
cers never can afford to confess their in­ 
ability to arraign as many offenders against 
the law as there may be. If there is 
any clogging, let it be among the defend­ 
ants, conqielled to wait until the days of 
trial come on. The sicklv practice, too, of 
arresting an offender, and pending the de­ 
termination of his case iiermitting him to 
continue in violation of the law, as though 
the single 
arrest 
amounted 
to an 
indulgence to continue in wrong doing, has 
also been exploded in I.os Angeles. The 
rule Is there. “ Pay your license, and stop 
your wrong doing. If you are arrested for 
one otlen-e, it -hall not stay .the hands of 
Justice against yon for subsequent offenses.” 
After a few offenders had been arrested 
over and over again, they began to find the 
thing monotonous, and to realize that the 
friend.- of high license meant precisely 
what they said. So a compromise was pro­ 
posed. and the law and order people, not 
willing to appear in the attitude of perse­ 
cutors, consented to it—that is, that those 
who wish to conduct the traffic, shall pay 
their lii-euse. but to save them from loss, in 


case the Supreme Court decides the ordin­ 
ance invalid, the money shall be deposited 
in mutually agreed hands. A case will 
now go up to the appelate tribunal on ap­ 
plication for a writ of habeas corpus, and 
the issue be speedily determined. If it is 
against the ordinance, then the next fight 
for the principle of high license must be 
made in the Legislature. 
THE INFLUENCE OF THE PRESENT 
AGITATION UPON FOREIGN TRADE. 
In some quarters at the East it is indus­ 
triously promulgated that our trade with 
China will suffer if restriction of Chinese 
immigration is insisted upon. The Chi­ 
nese Minister and Colonel Bee are very 
diligent in fostering this sentiment. I«et 
us see what there is in it. The Restric­ 
tion Act has not thus far affected, nor will 
it hereafter affect, trade. It can have no 
influence upon the commercial relations of 
the two countries. Those relations never 
have been dejiendent upon immigration. 
The absurdity of the Ea-tern talk about 
business complications will lie realized 
when we change the point of view. Let 
us suppose, for instance, that the Govern­ 
ment of the United States should so amend 
its policy regarding immigration of Euro­ 
peans into this country as to exclude that 
class to the same degree that has lieen pro­ 
vided in the Restriction Act in the case of 
Mongolians. Does it not become clear 
that no necessary change of our commer­ 
cial relations would follow ? European 
products and commerce would still seek 
our shores and find place in our markets. 
The laws of supply and demand would not 
be affected. The trade we have and may 
establish with China is and will tie ha-ed 
on our facilities and the superiority or de­ 
sirability of the products exchanged, and 
so the facilities of trade must remain the 
same as ever. It will be conceded that the 
merchants of San Francisco are good 
judges in this matter, yet we hear no com­ 
plaint from them, nor do they express any 
fears of injury to their interests because of 
the restriction policy of the Government. 
While commerce is conservative, it is also 
true that it is loyal only to itself—to the 
principle of gain and extension. It is a 
sensitive kind of barometer, and would 
long ago have indicated to the country 
its fears, had it entertained any. Look at 
it in w’hatever light we may, it does not 
appear that the trade of nations is to be 
affected in any appreciable way, by reason 
of laws we may enact to determine the con­ 
ditions of society in our own land. 
It is 
to be noted in this whole matter that those 
most active in furthering the idea of harm 
to commerce because of the anti-Chiuese 
agitation, are those who are not largely, if 
at all, engaged in foreign trade, but are 
those, mainly, who are moved by a senti­ 
mental motive, and who assume to believe 
that there is to the foreigner an inalien­ 
able right to entry into this country. That 
idea had its genesis in a false estimate of 
the substructural principles of a republican 
form of government. 8o much of it as now 
remains is fast yielding to the realization 
of the truth on the part of the people that 
there exists no right in an alien to a resi­ 
dence in this country; under our laws he 
has certain privileges of entry, and it was, 
and is, and always will be, dependent upon 
affirmative action and declaration by this 
people. 
FROUDE’S STYLE. 
The R ec o r d-U n io n spoke of Fronde 
with admiration for his literary scholar­ 
ship, remarking that no modern writer so 
successfully invested text with that mag­ 
netism that characterizes great orators. 
And it was given as an additional reason 
for approving the suggestion that young 
men can scarcely go to a better modern 
standard for literary style, that Fronde’s is 
distinguished by the clearness of his 
thought, and his judicial calm and wisdom. 
Which consideration of an illustrious 
examplar in literature leads our evening 
contemporary to empty vials of vitupera­ 
tion 
upon Fronde, 
denouncing him 
as 
false, 
viperish, untrue 
to the 
past, and a 
malicious romancer in 
the preserves of history. There is no oc­ 
casion to fight the battle of Irish freedom 
and thralldom over again in an estimate of 
Froude’s literary style. 
If, as a historian, 
his study so disturbs the equanimity of our 
contemporary, it may still—possibly— 
drink at the spring of his pure English, 
and his all but unapproachable style, in 
some of his essays, in “ Short Studies on 
Great S u b jectsa s for instance, “ A Sid­ 
ing at a Railway Station,” or “Origen and 
Celsus.” If these essays, perchance, shall 
still invoke the reproving frown of the 
eloquent Father Tom Burke, it may get at 
Fronde outside of Irish atmosphere or 
prejudice, by perusing the earlier efforts of 
his genius, as manifest in “ The Shadows 
of the Clouds,” or hi- commentary ujion 
the Book of Job. In these it will find it 
possible to measure literary ability upon 
its legitimate plane, and free from the 
issues as to what are or are not historic 
truths. 


E v e n the San Francisco Call, of which 
we had expected better things, lias joined 
the greedy throng that for coin advertises 
the swindling lotteries of the country in 
defiance of the law. It is defiance, and 
only by a quibble can it lie defended. To 
say that such accounts of “ drawings” as 
the Call publishes do not advertise the 
lottery scheme referred to in the “ official’ 
list of prize numbers, is to talk nonsense. 
For no other reasons do the lottery agents 
pay the Call to publish it. We have no 
disposition to lioast superior virtue, but the 
R ecord-U n io n long ago, and repeatedly 
since, has refused lottery advertisements. 
We do not refer to this as a mat­ 
ter of example, but because we do 
not desire the inference to be by any pos­ 
sibility drawn, that it is a case of sour 
grapes. Lottery advertising i- unlawful; 
lottery schemes are demoralizing ; the sale 
of lottery tickets in this State has become 
an alarming evil; 
lotteries, however 
viewed, are vicious and among the worst 
forms of gaming. These are reasons ample 
for condemning the action of the San Fran­ 
cisco, and some interior journals, in foster­ 
ing a jiernicious thing. 


A m an in Ohio whose Christianity, gen­ 
tleness and natural mildness of di.-position 
perished at the telephone—and no wonder 
—threw down the tran-mitter in disgust 
recently, first swearing into the en- 
nunciator. Then came the agent oi the 
eompany'and took the thing down, on the 
ground that profanity was forbidden over 
the line and forfeited the right to use it. 


The mad man sued the company for dam­ 
age*, and the return of the instrument—he 
desired it to be replaced that he might 
have something deserving upon which to 
exercise his ruined temper. On the trial 
the question arose, “ What is profanity?” 
The oath was, “ D 
n your old tele­ 
phone!” The Coart held this to be pro­ 
fane. 
The Supreme Court has just 
affirmed this decision, with but oue Judge 
dissenting. 
So it must now be under­ 
stood that the common expletive, which 
one of the Courts of San Francisco once 
decided—Judge Coon presiding—was not 
an oath, 1s now profanity, and telephonic 
victims must express themselves hereafter 
with this knowledge full in view. 


\\ e have escaped the pestilence that has 
scourged our neighliors east, west and south 
of us; our State has not been the scene of 
insurrection or open violence ; the health 
of its inhabitants has lieen better than 
several years of the past; trade has be­ 
gun to revive; political issues have not 
led us to angry contests, threatening the 
peace of the commonwealth ; labor has 
found in the jieople its true friend ; a great 
benefaction has insured California as the 
future seat of great learning, aud the 
broadest and richest of educational schemes; 
the bounteous rains have come in a flood of 
blessing—and so we have reason indeed to 
be thankful, and to make it manifest next 
Thursday. 
A S a c r a m en to clergyman, by invita­ 
tion, has been lecturing in San Francisco 
on lying as a fine art. It was eminently 
fitting that edge should be given to the 
keenness of the satire by sending to Sac­ 
ramento for a lecturer on such a sub­ 
ject, since it is true that falsehood, 
except 
as a 
fine art, is an un­ 
known quantity in the civilization of the 
Capital city. Sacramento is equal to all 
cries from the San Francisco Macedonia, 
and can furnish other missionaries on call. 
No one preacher can hope to enter the 
field on such a subject, however, and make 
an impression on San Francisco. 


A n d now it turns out that Maitland, the 
Santa Cruz ‘tfearful,” was not entitled to 
the especial intervention of the British 
Consul, since he had declared his intention 
to become a citizen of the United States. 
Probably the man who feels the smallest 
in all this transaction is the representative 
of her Britannic Majesty. He has man­ 
aged to make himself a laughing stock. 
Most Consuls would have been slow to act, 
until assured they lfad jurisdiction in the 
premises. 


T h e Modesto Herald makes an excellent 
“ point” when it calls attention to the fact 
that when the Eastern press speaks of the 
Pacific coast hoodlums as those who drive 
out Chinese from the towns recently agi­ 
tated by such acts, it condemns not Cali­ 
fornians but Eastern people. 
Those at 
Seattle,-Tacoma and Pasadena are largely 
recent comers, fresh from the East, and by 
no means “ acclimated Californians, or 
pioneer Pacific coasters.”

SERICULTURE. 
Annual Report of the Filature C om m ittee 
o f the State Hoard. 
At the recent meeting of the State Board 
of Silk Culture the Filature Committee 
submitted the following report made by 
Mrs. Louise Bienzi : 
The filature of the State Board of Silk 
Culture was opened on June 22, 18S5, with 
Miss Herman as teacher of the reeling de­ 
partment. Many applications were received 
from persons wishing to be instructed in 
the art of reeling silk. As many applicants 
as it was possible to accommodate were in 
structed in reeling silk. The time was so 
divided that a number came during the 
morning hours, and a number in the after­ 
noon, so that several were being instructed 
simultaneously. 
The rules of the filature were that the 
persons instructed in silk-reeling were to 
give eight weeks' time in learning. Seven 
hours were computed as being a day’s 
work. A number of those who applied for 
instructions have worked the full time 
required according to filature rules, and 
they have also been tested as to their ca­ 
pacity in reeling when the eight weeks' 
time expired. 
The following is a list ot those who have 
attended constantly and faithfully worked 
in order to perfect themselves in the art of 
reeling silk : Mrs. R. M. Spencer. Miss 
Bertha Spence, Miss Annie Man, Miss Re­ 
becca Kimball, Miss Cecile Cardinet, Miss 
Mary Good, Miss Lilic Braman, Miss Lou­ 
ise Seiftile. Mrs .1. H. West and Mrs. C. .1. 
Austin have not yet worked the full time 
of eight weeks at reeling, but they will 
continue until they have finished" their 
time. 
The class have reeled to date 2G pounds 
of silk. Also 15 pounds 2js ounces of silk 
has been reeled for persons who sent their 
cocoons to the filature to have them reeled, 
and the silk to be returned to them. The 
amount of reeled silk on hand in filature 
to date is 44 pounds. 
The Board has seen the necessity of 
having a thorough expert and efficient in­ 
structress in teaching the art of reeling 
silk, and has employed Mrs. Josephine 
Soldavini as teacher. She has liad sixteen 
years' experience in reeling silk in one of 
the largest establishments in Milan, Italy. 
The pupils who have received instructions 
in silk-reeling under Mrs. Soldavini's 
tuition are unanimous in proclaiming her 
to be a most proficient teacher in the art of 
reeling silk. Several samples of silk nave 
been reeled by Mrs. Soldavini. If it is the 
pleasure of the Board these samples might 
be forwarded to New York to be compared 
and tested with the classical Italian silk, 
and also that the silk product of California 
may lie represented in the silk market of 
America. The amount of cocoons on 
hand in the filature to date is 160 pounds 
9 ounces, 30 pounds merced cocoons, 15 
pounds of lloss silk. The cocoons received 
at the filature this year show that the 
silkworms have not been fed well. To 
have good firm cocoons, the worms must 
have plenty of mulberry leaves to nourish 
and develop the silk glands, so that the 
worm will spin a firm and compact cocoon ; 
also, many cocoons were spoiled in stifling 
the chrysalis; the cocoons were so scorched 
as to render the cocoons unfit for reeling, 
and in consequence a total loss of the co­ 
coons and the time ot the reelers, as the 
scorched thread would break about every 
few yards. Great attention should be given 
when stiffing cocoons, not to put them un­ 
der a temperature higherthan*212° Fahren­ 
heit, and to keep them no longer than ten 
minutes under such temperature. 
From .Tune 22d to November 14tli there 
has been 352 visitors to filature rooms.

The O utlook for Fruit. 
The Marysville Appeal, speaking upon 
this subject, says: Some days since we 
published the figures of the green fruit 
shipments East the past season. There 
were some errors in the statement from 
which we took our figures. The total ship­ 
ments were 1,025 carloads. The Sacramento 
valley shipped slit carloads. The whole of 
the southern half of the State shipped 66 
carloads, and the coast counties 140 car­ 
loads. As we then said, these figures tell 
the story as to the portion of the State liest 
adapted to fruit growing. There are some 
other remarkable tilines in these figures, to 
which we invite attention. Denver is the 
center for a population, all told, of not 
more than 300,000 people. The fruit sent 
to that point, owing to its nearness to this 
coast, went by slow, and therefore, cheap 
freight. The result of that cheap rate of 
freight was that Denver took 228 carloads 
of fruit, one-fourth of the wbole California 
shipment. That settles the whole question 
of what cheap rates will do. It does more; 
it shows what an immense consumption of 
fruit may be looked for when it can be laid 
down to the consumer at low rates. If 
300.000 people in Colorado consume 228 
carloads of fruit, what should the 58,000,000 
people east of the Sierra Nevadas consume 
under the same favorable conditions? It 
answers ali the purposes ot this article to 
say that the amount would be more than 
50.000 carloads. Colorado ¡3 a new State, 
and it is not as rich as the older settled 
States of the East. There is no reason, 
other than that of cheap rates, wliv these 
people should eat more fruit per capita than 
the richer people of Illinois, Iowa) and the 
other Eastern States. We think that we 
may safely look forward to such a demand 
for our fruit next season, under the cheap­ 
ened rates, that we shall he unable to sup­ 
ply it. That demand will increase faster 
than our orchards and vineyards will grow, 
and at the end of ten years production will 
be far behind the demands of consumption,

T he R esu lt of a D ream . 
Mrs. Mary A. Bades called at the R e c o r d - 
UiftOb office yesterday, and was the most 
pleased individual that has looked in upon 
the editorial sanctum for many years. She 
called the attention of the reporter to a 
special telegram in Friday’s R e c o r d - U n i o n , 
•iated at New York, November 19th, head­ 
ed, “ The Missing Sacramento Boy Found—

H er mother, Mrs. O’Hare. never married 
in California, as her brother has been in­ 
formed. The two sistersgrew to womanhood 
here, were married, have large families and 
are now widows, their husbands both being 
dead. The other sister’s name is Mrs. Kate 
Sweeney. ” Some weeks ago,” Mrs. Fades 
says, “ I had a dream and thought ruy 
father stood at my bedside. The nest day 
I could not get the thoughts of that dream 
out of my mind, and it awakened a train 
of thought that led to the discovery of my 
lone-lost brother. I tell you, sir, this news 
is almost too good to be true. 
It seems al­ 
most like bringing some one back from the 
grave. Well, the more I thought of that 
dream, the more I thought it was a present­ 
iment that my brother was still alive. I 
finally made up my mind to write to the 
Chief of Police of New York City and ask 
him to assist in discovering what had be­ 
come of my brother, asking him to have a 
notice inserted in the papers, and you see 
the result. I am almost too happy to 
credit the news. We w ill.no doubt, have

N o t E l i g i b l e . — L . J . Rose and C. Green 
liad a dispute relative to the eligibility of 
the colt Plato for the California annual 
stakes, for foals of 1883, to be run at the 
State Fair of 1885. The colt when named 
belonged to Senator Stanford, but was 
withdrawn, as were all of that gentleman's 
horses entered for races of 1885 at the State 
Fair, and forfeit paid. A day or two after 
Secretary Smith received the letter an­ 
nouncing the withdrawal and inclosing 
check for forfeit money, lie received a dis­ 
patch tiiat Plato had been sold to Kelly Sc 
Lynch, and requesting that he be left in 
the annual stakes.

THE FIRST EXECUTION. 


FRED. t. ROE IIAXGED OX SIXTH 
STREET, BETWEEN K AND L. 


T he M urder o f an Innocent Man 
A venged by C itizens—A Scrap 
o f P ion eer H istory. 


Since the organization of Sacramento 
county, there have been within her borders 
sixteen legal executions, and eight indi­ 
viduals were hung by mobs, making a total 
of twenty-lour. The first execution was 
that of Fred. J. Roe, who was hung by a 
mob on the evening of February 24, 1851, 
for the murder of Charles H. Meyers on 
the afternoon of the same day. Following 
is a compilation of the facts concerning the 
murder and execution, which will he new 
to all except the early residents of our city, 
and will serve to call back old memories to 
most of th em : 
At the time referred to, crimes of all 
kinds became the rule, instead of the ex­ 
ception in Sacramento, and the papers of 
that date were filled with reports of high­ 
way robberies, burglaries, thefts, attempts 
at arson, assaults to murder, street shoot­ 
ings, and almost every other offense known 
to the criminal calendar. 
Forbearance had 
ceased to be a virtue, and on the 24th of 
February, 1851, the people rose in their 
majesty and meted out justice without 
reference to law. 
On that day a man named Frederick J. 
Roe, a stranger from the mines, quarreled 
at a monte table in the Mansion House, 
corner of Front and J streets, and got into 
a tight. The bystanders separated the com­ 
batants, and stopped the row several times, 
hut it was as often renewed. At last a 
quiet, peaceable, hard-working and respect­ 
able citizen named Charles Humphrey 
Myers, an immigrant from Columbus, o!, 
and a partner in the blacksmithing estab­ 
lishment of Joseph Prader Sc Co., again 
parted them, when Roe shot him for inter­ 
fering. The ball entered Myers’ brain, but 
did not kill him instantly. He was carried 
to the blacksmith shop, where bis wound 
was examined by surgeons and pronounced 
to be necessarily fatal. A large crowd had 
followed the injured mail, and when the 
medical opinion was announced the excite­ 
ment became intense. Dr. McKenzie, a 
member of the City Council, mounted a 
wagon and made a violent address, stating 
that

That the Courts and officers seemed pow­ 
erless to prevent i t ; that it must he stopped 
somehow, or all respectable and honest 
people must leave the city. The remedy 
was now in the people's own hands, and it 
was a duty each of them owed to society to 
aid in applying it. 
He was followed by David B. Milne, and 
Messrs. Ross and Taplin, in the same 
strain. The addresses were effective. A 
meeting was immediately organized, of 
which Ross was appointed Chairman. 
In the meantime Roe had been taken in 
custody by the officers, and news was 
brought that he was in the station-house, 
which was then at the corner of Second 
and J streets. The meeting promptly and 
unanimously resolved to bring him out, 
and a large crowd proceeded to his place of 
confinement. 
Here a still larger body had 
already assembled, and the two joined. 
A Mr. Everard addressed them, stating 
that it they ever intended to act in the m at­ 
ter of ridding the city of the scoundrels 
that infested it, now was the time. 
H e 
him self was not a permanent resident—he 
was merely an accidental sojourner—but if 
his arm was needed in their aid it was at 
their service. H e advised the appointment 
of a committee of theii best citizens to de­ 
termine what was justice between the pris­ 
oner and the community, and then for 
those present to enforce it! 
James Queen followed to the same effect, 
urging the selection of a jury for the im ­ 
mediate trial of the prisoner. These speak­ 
ers were continually interrupted by loud 
and long cheers, mingled with cries of 
“ Hang him !” " Hang him now !” “ Hang 
him , anyhow 1” The City Marshal, N. C. 
Cunningham, next followed, stating that 
he had the prisoner in custody, and that he 
should not escape, but in the’name of God 
and Sacramento, let him be tried by the 
proper tribunal—by the 
Courts of the 
country. [Loud cries of ‘‘No, no; they 
have proved useless to prevent crime or 
punish 
m urder!”]. 
Cunningham 
con­ 
tinued : ” If he don’t get justice there, 
then I’ll help you get i t : but now I am a 
sworn officer, ami you cannot, you shall 
not, have him while I am such.” The 
speaker attempted to continue further in 
the same strain, but his voice was drowned 
in cries of ” Let the people have a jury,” 
etc. 
Queen addressed the crowd again. He 
was in favor of laws and of their support, 
but 
T H E Y H A P PROVED IN O PE R A T IV E . 
Let us have a people’s jury—let us im itate 
San Francisco. 
C. A. Tweed was now called to the chair. 
He said he believed the prisoner was a 
great scoundrel, and ought to be hanged, 
but he wanted the hanging to he done by 
law. [Loud cries for him to either appoint 
a jury or leave the chair.] 
John A. Scranton said : ” [f the Chair­ 
man won’t appoint a jury, 1 will." Tweed 
was hustled out of and Scranton forced 
into the chair. 
Here Justice of the Feace Bullock at­ 
tempted to speak, saying he had sworn to 
obey the Constitution and law s; but this 
was all that was allowed to he heard, his 
voice being smothered beneath tum ultuous 
cries of ‘’ Jury! ju ry !” ‘‘ Appoint the 
jury !” 
The Chair announced a jury, and the 
latter retired to a room in tiie Orleans 
building, on Second street, where they or­ 
ganized 
by appointing Levi Hermanee 
foreman, and George G. W rieht secretary. 
Squire Bullock again attempted to ad­ 
dress the tliroilg, but was not listened to. 
A committee, consisting of Messrs. Ev­ 
erard, Ross. Keeney, Chesley, McWilliams, 
\\ aller. Peebles and Waldo, were appointed 
to guard the prisoner and see that the of­ 
ficers did not remove him. This committee 
had an unlimited number of volunteer as­ 
sistants. 
Marshal Cunningham again addressed 
the assemblage, stating that the prisoner 
could not be taken from his custody 


U N T IL IH S OW N L IF E HAD IlEEN TA K EN . 
If Roe escapes the Courts, you may have 
him, but now I call upon all* good citizens 
to aid me in his protection—not to aid me, 
but to sustain your Marshal in the per­ 
formance of his duty." 
Some four or live citizens advanced: but 
the only notice the crowd took of the 
speech was to hoot those few, and to ex­ 
press. in most unmistakable terms, their 
non-concurrence with the Marshal. The 
privilege of letting the prisoner have a law­ 
yer was proposed and voted down. The 
Marshal, and a Deputy Sheriff who had ar­ 
rived on the ground, summoned a posse 
comm itat us. but the only persons reporting 
in obedience to the call were 
A. TweeS 
and D. K. Brannan 
At this stage of the proceedings. A. D. 
Rightmire made a speech, saving the Pris­ 
oner ought to be hanged ; “ he lias killed 
an innocent man, rendered a woman hus- 
batuiless. and made four little children 
orphans, and this crowd intends to hang 
him. 
Is it not so?” The excitement now 
was terrific, and the cries of “ Yes ! ves!" 
deafening. 
From 2,500 to 3,000 people had 
collected. One of the reports says : "Sec­ 
ond street, from J to K, was jam m ed: the 
windows on each side ot Second and up J 
were crowded ; roofs of dwellings were cov­ 
ered, and the porticos and awning posts 
were occupied at eyerv available point.” 
The people got tired of wa.ting and un­ 
easy about the delay of the jury, and sent 
Dr. Taylor and Messrs. Rightmire and 
Woodward to confer with them. This com­ 
mittee reported that the jury was acting 
fairly, but needed the protection of the 
people to keep the lawyers out. as they (the 
jury) could elicit the testimony them ­ 
selves.

The lawyers were ordered out. and stayed 
out. After this another delay—considered 
Unnecessarily long—created a new uneasi- 
rtess. and another committee was sent. Dr. 
raylor, on his return, said he thought the 
jury would determine shortly. *' Let us 
1 wait quietly half an hour, and then, if a 
lecision is not made bv that time. I will 


lead this crowd and take the prisoner out. 
A peaceable man has been shot down. 
If 
those [the Marshal and deputies and Sher­ 
iff 's deputies] who are now guarding the 
prisoner mean to shed blood, so be i t ; the 
people are supreme, and the prisoner must 
come out. ” 
[Deafening applause.] Tweed 
got the stand again, and said the wounded 
man was not dead, and tried to make a 
speech in the prisoner's favor, but it was 
useless against the cries of “ But he will 
die ; you know i t ; the doctors say so ; and 
so will the other m a n !” One stentorian 
voice, ringing above the rest, shouted: 
” Yes. the murder was deliberate and cold­ 
blooded ; the murderer has made 
A WIDOW AND FOUR ORPHANS! 
Blood for blood! H e m ust d ie ! 
Let those 
who are in favor of hanging him say ay !” 
The whole street reverberated with the 
sound of the ayes. 
Here Deputy Sheriff Lew B. Harris at­ 
tempted to speak for law and supporting 
the officers in their duty. 
But it was use­ 
less. They would not listen, except to 
hear him say he was an officer and it was 
his duty to protect the prisoner anti he in 
tended to do it. Deputy Marshal John A. 
Tutt was allowed to say about the same 
thing and was then stopped. 
Another committee was sent to the jury, 
and Mr. Clymer. its Chairman, on his re­ 
turn, said there seemed to him to be con­ 
siderable indecision in the jury, but he 
thought if the people would wait quietly a 
little longer a verdict would be rendered. 
Dr. Taylor said he hoped every man pres­ 
ent was armed ; if they were, he wanted a 
picked bod)- to go with him and take the 
Prisoner ; if we have him in our own cus­ 
tody we know where he is. A large por­ 
tion of the crowd stepped forward, but were 
stopped by a cry of “ the verdict is com­ 
ing.” John S. Fowler made an attempt to 
arrest the prisoner's speedy fate, but was 
hustled away. 
About 8 o clock p. 
m . it was announced 
that the jury had agreed, and that the ver­ 
dict would be read from the Orleans bal­ 
cony, which was done by Mr. Cornwall, as 
follows, amid perfect silence from the peo­ 
ple : 


T H E V ERD ICT. 
" We, the committee of investigation ap­ 
pointed by our fellow-citizens to investigate 
the circumstances of the unfortunate occur­ 
rence that took place this afternoon, report 
that, after a full and im partial examination 
of the evidence in the case, we find that at 
about 2 o’clock p . m . this day Frederick J. 
Roe, and some other person whose name is 
unknown, were engaged in an altercation, 
which originated a ta gambling table in the 
Mansion House, and that alter said parties 
had proceeded to the street, and where they 
were fighting, Charles H. Myers, who was 
passing in the street, interfered with words 
by requesting thgm to desist fighting or 
show fair play. That immediately there­ 
upon F. J. Roe called out. ‘ W hat the devil 
have you to say ? ' and drew his pistol and 
without further provocation shot said Chas. 
H. Myers through the head. Signed: John 
H. Scranton, John T. Bailev, W. F. Pretty- 
man, Edward Cronin, J. B. Starr. 1). b . 
Mills, H. G. Langley, P. B. Cornwall, A. 
M. W inn, George G.Wright, Harrison Olm- 
stead, L. Hermanee.” 
The above signers composed the entire 
jury, with the exception of Dr. Spaulding, 
who. after participating for some time, 
withdrew in consequence of what he con­ 
sidered the undue influence of the People's 
Committee sent to the jury. 
As soon as the reading of the verdict was 
over, J, K and Second streets 


RANG W IT H T H E LOUDEST C H E E R IN G , 
Anil there was a general stampede for the 
station-house. Here Dr. Taylor, who had, 
from the first shooting, urged immediate 
action, made another speech, stating that he 
had by request visited the prisoner and 
found him entirely penitent, and he thought 
the murder was without malice or delibera­ 
tion, and he hoped a committee would be 
appointed to guard the prisoner until next 
day, when the course of action might 
be determined. The doctor was hooted 
and hissed off. 
Rightmire said the verdict 
had been rendered, and lie now considered 
it the duty of all good citizens to see that 
it was carried o u t; he was ready for his 
part. 
Rightmire was appointed Marshal 
by acclamation. Tweed endeavored to get 
a hearing, but could not. 
About 9 o’clock 


A W N IN G POSTS W E R E PU L L E D UP, 
And made into battering-rams, with which 
the doors of the station were assaulted, and 
under the blows from which they soon 
yielded. Deputy. Sheriff Harris stood in 
the doorway with a small posse in his rear, 
and held the place for some time, both bv 
remonstrances and threats to fire. 
The 
crowd behind became impatient, and bv a 
sudden rush forced those near the door 
through it and against H arris and his" aids, 
the whole thingheingexecutedso suddenly 
and unexpectedly that they were knocked 
over and pushed aside, so that before they 
could recover they were prisoners. 
Roe 
was chained in an inner cell, and there was 
considerable difficulty in getting him un­ 
shackled, but as soon as it was accom­ 
plished, lie was informed that he was to be 
hanged forthwith on one of the big oak 
trees that then stood on Sixth street, be­ 
tween K and L. A large part of the crowd 
immediately rushed to the point, but suf­ 
ficient remained to form 


A L A R G E AND U N A SSA ILA B LE GUARD, 
W hich marched with the prisoner up J to 
Fifth, to K, to Sixth. Sixth to the trees, un­ 
der one of which a temporary staging had 
been erected, upon which the prisoner was 
placed, his hands and feet tied, and the 
Rev. Mr. Briggs sent for. The prisoner, 
through Mr. Briggs, said he had committed 
the deed, hut in a tit of passion, and liad 
nothing to say for him self ; that he was 20 
years of age, was an Englishman bv birth, 
and had a mother and sister then living in 
that country. 
After tiie minister had performed his du­ 
ties, a rope containing a slip noose was 
placed around the prisoner's neck, the oilier 
end thrown over one of the limbs of the 
tree, and being seized by a multitude of 
strong hands, the prisoner was quickly 
launched into eternity, in the presence of 
an estimated assemblage of five thousand 
people.

Notwithstanding the inclement D ight, 
the drill last Tuesday evening was well at­ 
tended, Company E. w h ich always turns 
out strong, loaning some of its members in 
order to equalize the companies. 
Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Guthrie commanded, and the 
drill, which was short, passed off satisfac­ 
torily. the most complicated movement be­ 
ing “on right into line,” with firing by file 
added, pending the formation. 
The most 
im portant part of this is that the guides 
should move out of the line of fire as each 
company is formed, by falling back in 
front of the right file of the next companv 
which is forming. 
Firing by file is some­

frequently. 
We understand the inarch in 
review did not go off quite smoothly 
enough, and that the guard mount was 
omitted, owing to the absence of the Ad­ 
jutant.

“ fronts into line," from column of fours, 
will include “ faced to the rear." and form­ 
ation into line by two movements.

The Signal Service gauge is on J street, be­ 
tween Second and Third ; that of Mr. Ger- 
ri«h at 1517 G street, almost a mile and a 
quarter east of the signal station.

ISPORUATK» UPON AGRICULT­ 
URE AND HORTICULTURE. 


The Glorious Rain—Renewing the 
Soil—Requirements for the Grape 
Industry—General Notes.

The copious rains of the past two weeks 
have furnished sufficient moisture in all 
parts of the State to enable plowing any 
and all kinds of soil, unless it be that some 
lands are too wet. The effect upon grain 
already sown cannot be but most favorable, 
as the moisture is sufficient to last many 
weeks, and an early stand is thereby 
assured, unless the weather becomes so 
cold as to prevent growth. 
Grain and 
grass are now growing very rapidly in every 
part of the State, and if the weather should 
continue favorable, the abundance of feed 
which will soon be afforded upon grazing 
lands will largely stop the present demand 
for hay, and those who have laid in a large 
amount to get the benefit of anticipated 
rise and high prices later in the season, will 
be fortunate if they save themselves from 
loss. The prospect has been during the 
fall that hay and all kinds of feed would 
be very high by January, and in many 
localities every ton of hay had been pur­ 
chased that could possibly be had. and 
even straw had brought a better price, in 
many instances, than hay does in ordinary 
seasons. If the high price of hay shall 
thus bring about more the use of straw for 
feed, and demonstrate the fact that many 
classes of stock can be nearly as well kept 
upon it, as upon hay, and thus lessen the 
resent criminally wasteful practice of 
urning it in the field, at least one good 
lesson, born of necessity, will have been 
successfully taught, through the effects of 
the dry season of 1885. The time is not 
far distant when the reduction of the area 
of grain fields, brought about bv the subdi­ 
vision of large holdings, and increased 
acreage of orchards, vineyards, etc.. wiil 
cause the saving and use of such coarser 
food for stock, and instead of being re­ 
garded a? an incumbrance, which can only 
be got rid of by burning, it will enter into 
quite general consumption, for cut feed and 
otherwise, and be husbanded as an article 
of value. 
NECESSITY FOR REPLENISH I Nil THE BOIL. 
The lack of attention in California, to re­ 
plenishing the soil with those elements 
upon which growing crops constantly sub­ 
sist, has been frequently referred to in the 
columns of the R e c o r d -U n io n . a r.d the 
necessity urged of an early change in this 
regard. 
The Rural New- Yorker has the 
following timely remarks upon the sub 
ject: “ No country was ever blessed by 
nature with more productive soil. She 
made the best possible use of the long ages 
prior to the settlement of this country by 
white men, in forcing the most luxuriant 
growth of vegetation, and by its decay and 
that of the annual crop of foliage, had 
filled the soil with an amount of fertility 
that seemed e.xbaustless. So thought our 
fathers, and so think now many of the oc­ 
cupiers of the great fertile West. But a 
continual taking out and putting nothing 
back would exhaust even the ocean. It lias 
exhausted the millions of acres of the older 
East, and it will exhaust the most fertile 
fields of the West. A study of the census 
must convince any searcher that the pro­ 
duction of all our crops is year bv year 
growing less and less. 
It cannot be" at­ 
tributed to a change of seasons for a series 
of years, but can be only to one cause, the 
gradual 
exhaustion " of the 
plant 
food by our unthinking and un­ 
wise course. 
This subject of husband­ 
ing the resources of our acres, and 
of returning to our starving fields those 
elements of plant growth quite or nearly 
exhausted, is yearly forcing itself more 
prominently upon the attention of the 
farmers of at least the eastern half of our 
country, and the line is very rapidly ex­ 
tending westward. Millions of acres that 
once produced magnificent crops of the 
various grains, even west of the great lakes, 
are now lying vacant, or barely raving for 
the most shiftless cultivation. This ques­ 
tion cannot he seriously considered too 
soon, even by the farmers on the now rich 
and productive prairies west of the great 
rivers. Every train that passes eastward 
is loaded with a portion of their fertility, 
much of it in the crude and barely remu­ 
nerative state of bran, oil meal, and the 
coarser grains, and, to the shame of the 
farmers, even in the bones of their animals, 
while the returning trains carry back noth­ 
ing in the nature of plant food. Though 
Western farmers may think they have no 
need of such knowledge, they should not 
fail to thoroughly post themseives, and 
those farmers who do so and take advantage 
of this knowledge will, by and by, be 
looked upon as the • lucky ones ’ who have 
the richest farms in the vicinity in which 
they live. ” 
THE SUCCESSFUL FARMER. 
He is the one who attains the greatest 
economy in the use of the soil; makes his 
farm yield a certain definite income: who 
thinks and plans and does not wait for 
greatness to be thrust upon him ; who holds 
the plow : gives back to the soil its strength, 
though he robs it of its fruits: who keeps 
iiis cash account and scrap-book; who 
raises everything passible for home con­ 
sumption ; sells all he can; takes care of 
all that lie has. Such an one is sure to 
have enough to rear and educate his chil­ 
dren respectably; to adorn home with some 
of the comforts and luxuries and amuse­ 
ments most desirable to make it attractive 
to both young and old ; to equip a study 
and library and family carriage; enough to 
make old age the happiest period of exist­ 
ence—a victory, a triumphal march, after 
the hard-fought battle of life, in which the 
heroes and heroines will be crowned with 
ease and dignity and independence.—[In­ 
dependent Calistogian. 
WHAT THE ORATE MEN ASK. 
At the recent special meeting of the State 
Viticultural Commission several hours were 
spent formulating expression of the needs 
and wishes of the vine-growers of Califor­ 
nia. The deliberation resulted in unani­ 
mously adopting the following, which the 
California Congressional delegation has 
been urged to aid in securing: 
1. That the import duty on all fermented 
drinks be rated aceoiding to alcoholic 
strength. 
2. That pure grape spirits may be used 
by our winemakers in fortifying sweet 
wines to preserve them, without tax, this 
privilege not to be extended to the use of 
other spirits. Wines so fortified not to ex­ 
ceed 22 per cent, of alcohol. 
3. That the internal revenue tax on spir­ 
its should be based on taxation on con­ 
sumption. not on production : that if any 
limit be placed on the time for which 
brandv may be kept in bond, it be su ex­ 
tended as to give producers ample time 
after their goods are fully matured to seek 
purchasers: and that it is the duty of the 
Government to protect customers against 
nnwholesome new spirits by granting a 
rebate of at least 10 per cent, on the tax for 
each year, not exceeding five, that brandy 
is kept in bond. 
4. That further facilities be granted in 
bond for refilling packages under distiller's 
stamps. 
5. That the existing law providing for 
the taxation of spurious and adulterated 
wines shall be enforced, or, if found de­ 
fective. shall be amended so as to prove an 
effective protection of consumers against 
imposition, and of producers against ruin­ 
ous competition. The wine producers claim 
that Congress legislates to foster their in­ 
dustries. but does not intend to foster fraud 
and adulteration. The Internal Revenue 
Department should be preserved not only 
as a source of income to the Government, 
but also as a means of discovering and ex­ 
posing fraud and adulteration. 
<>. That an effective law should be passed 
so as to enable consumers to select and 
identify pure wines and brandies, and avoid 
compounds which they do not intend to 
purchase. 
7. That the tariff on raisins should be 
raised, in accordance with the wishes of 
producers, expressed at the Fresno Conven­ 
tion, June 12. 1884. 
LARUE TKOFITS MADE FROM DUCKS. 
The visitors to the recent State Fair, says 
the Philadelphia Record, perhaps noticed 
the large hatch of ducklings made bv 
James Rankin, of South Easton, Mass.. in 
bis incubator which he had on exhibition. 


His experience, which is given for the 
benefit of our readers, is very interesting. 
The question of how much land is re­ 
quired for raising poultry maybe answered 
by saying that on a tract’exceeding an acre 
Mr. Rankin cleared a profit of $1,575 from 
dueklings. 
His adult flock consists of 
thirty-five ducks, and the profits average 
$45 for each duck, or more than is realized 
from the same number of dairy cows on 
many farms. 
He uses the Pe’kins. but 
thinks a cross between that breed and the 
Aylesbury superior to either parent. His 
adult ducks are allowed a large trough, 
which fresh water constantly flows, which 
is used for bathing purposes. The number 
of eggs last year was 140 from each duck. 
The eggs were hatched in incubators, from 
which 3.000 ducklings were raised to the 
age of from ten weeks and marketed, the 
price received in the Boston market being 
30 cents per pound for these that came in 
early, and IS cents per pound for those that 
were late, the average price being 22 cents 
per pound. 
As ducklings grow much faster than 
chicks and are subject to fewer diseases, 
they not only reached the market in a short 
time after being hatched, but the percent­ 
age of loss was very small, which, of 
course, is due to the careful attention they 
received. 
They also come into market 
after chicks are low in price. They attain 
the weight of from eight to ten pounds per 
pair at the age of eight weeks, being ready 
for market in three months from the time 
the eggs are put iu the incubator, four 
weeks being allowed for incubation. This 
extraordinary weight shows an increase of 
half a pound a week from date of birth for 
each duck, but as they increase faster as they 
become older, until maturity, those oversix 
weeks of age iucreased at the rate of one 
pound per week. The cost of raising each 
duckling to the age of eight weeks was five 
cents per pound, the average price per 
pound for each duckling being twenty-two 
cents. Mr. Rankin's profit was seventeen 
cents per pound, and by calculation it will 
be seen that the 3,000 ducklings produced 
over 12,000 pounds of meat, which yielded 
over $2.000. 
Other expenses, such as 
quarters, attendance, etc., reduced the 
profit to $1,575, or $45 as the produce of 
each adult duck of the thirty-five. The 
young ducks had no access to water, ex­ 
cept for drinking purposes, and were fed in 
the same manner as chicks, except that 
they require more animal food, and must 
be fed often, owing to their rapid growth. 
Mr. Rankin’s experience is valuable to 
all who are interested in poultry, and a few 
excellent lessons are taught. In the first 
place but little lanu was required, and in 
the second place be discarded the scrubs, 
using the best breeds to be found, which 
are pure white in color, with yellow legs 
and beaks. The young ducklings were 
killed and sent to market dressed, each 
yielding from an ounce to two ounces of 
feathers, at 50 cents a pound, which paid 
the expenses of preparation for market. 
There is no secret in Mr. Rankin’s success, 
as all that was required was to attend to 
them as a business. In fact, be makes it a 
business, just as a dairyman gives his cows 
his attention, and finds that it pays. He 
does not attempt to conduct some other 
business and “ look after ” his poultry in 
his spare time, but is with them early and 
late. The figures given here are the profits 
from duckings only. He hatches and raises 
thousands of chicks, however, using incu­ 
bators entirely, and does not think it a dif­ 
ficult matter to make poultry pay. 
GENERAL NOTES. 
Wire is going to be used for fences, and 
devices should be invented for making 
fences more safe for stock, if cattle were 
in a close lot or corral, with a wire fence, 
and it were struck by lightning, all of the 
stock would stand a chance of being killed. 
A few dollars spent in aids to con­ 
duct the electricity to the earth would 
be cheaper than paying insurance pre­ 
miums 4o insure stock. With such an in­ 
strument as lightning-rod peddlers carry 
with them to make holes to put down tliei'r 
rods the common fence wire could easily 
be put down ten feet, which would be a 
good conductor and save the lives of valua­ 
ble stock. Let farmers who have valuable 
stock inclosed by wire fence think of these 
ideas.—[Des Moines Register. 
Very many of the spring chickens sold 
in this city, says the New York Sim, are 
raised on sunflower seed. At many points 
in New Jersey there are chicken tarins, 
where chickens are raised by the thousand. 
Many receive their first start in life from 
the incubator, and when large enough are 
put on a diet of sunflower seeds, which are 
full of oil and very fattening. The sun­ 
flower gives very little trouble to the 
farmer, as it is a hardy plant and grows 
without cultivation. Some farmers plant 
three or four acres of sunflowers, and such 
fields have a surprisingly gaudy appear­ 
ance. The perfume is sickening, but when 
turned into spring chicken the sunflower 
becomes a pleasing table ornament. 
Grapes may be preserved in a fresh state 
until January, February or March by a 
very simple device. Before the fruit is 
fully ripened cover the vine with a gunny 
sack, tying the sack snugly about the bot­ 
tom. In adjusting the sacks the ends ot 
the canes iuav be cut away if necessary. 
Thus protected the fruit will ripen gradu­ 
ally, and continue to draw enough sap 
from the vine to keep perfectly fresh sev­ 
eral months after the usual time of matur­ 
ing. Some grape-growers in the immediate 
vicinity of the large cities make a good 
speculation by sacking their vines and 
selling the fruit out of season,when it com­ 
mands 3 or 4 cents more a pound.—[Hay­ 
wards Journal. 
The greatest drainage enterprise ever un­ 
dertaken in Illinois is now advancing at 
the rate of 400 feet a day in Piatt county. 
The entire length of tlie drainage canal 
will be fifteen miles, the width thirty-five 
ftet, and depth seven and a half feet. The 
course of the canal is through a large tract 
of low, flat prairie, subject to overflow in 
every wet season, and having no natural 
j drainage. The work will reclaim 20,000 
i acres of the richest farming land in the 
State, and will greatly enhance the pro­ 
ductiveness of at least 50,000 acres more. 
Poultry breeding is universal, and a very 
important adjunct Vo peasant life ; statistics 
are not to be had, though the product is 
valued at 100,000,0uo roubles. The people 
are great egg consumers, and yearly export 
more than 100,000,000. The preferred breed 
is not known ; it is only Known that the 
millions of large eggs and poultry coming 
to St. Petersburg are from beyond Moscow. 
Estimates based on the annual egg produc­ 
tion indicate the existence of 52,800,000 
chickens.—[Orloff. 
Much of the swill fed to pigs is allowed 
to become too sour before using. This is 
particularly the case in warm weather. It 
sours faster than is supposed, passing soon­ 
er from wholesome, nutritions feed to alco­ 
hol, and then to vinegar. It should stand 
only lone enough before using for the meal 
to become thoroughly soaked, and hut 
slightly soured ; never until it “ carries a 
head” or bubbles rise and burst on the 
surface.—[Country Home. 
A box of figs packed by I). H. Burnham, 
Riverside, Los Angeles county, was sent to 
W. T. Coleman, of San Francisco, who said 
of them : " They compare most favorably 
iu style and flavor with the best imported 
Smyrnas, and are certainly the finest figs 
we have ever seen packed in California. 
AVe trust you have them in large quantities, 
as if packed and placed on the market in 
this style they will surely make yon hand­ 
some returns.'' 
Tlie total exports of live cattle from the 
Fnited States for eleven months ending 
September 30, 1885. were only 24,660. For 
the same period last year the’ number was 
145,501—a tremendous falling off. The 
total value of beef and pork products for 
the same jieriod, however, shows an in­ 
crease of three millions of dollars in value 
over last year, the increase coming mainly 
from canned and salted meats. 
A friend of the Jerseys and other small 
breeds of cattle says: “ Better keep a cow 
that is worth but little for beef, that will 
give you $50 or $7.5 a year in dairy pro­ 
ducts, than to keep a beef animal that will 
yield only $20 to $30 a year, because in the 
end she will sell for a few more dollars to 
the butcher. A dairy cow should not be 
considered at all from a beef-producing 
point of view.” 
How milking is done in the Island of 
Jersey is thus described: “ Tall buckets, 
narrowed near the top, with widened 
mouths, are used. A linen cloth is tied 
over the top, then a smooth sea-sliell is 
pushed down into thedepression to receive 
the mi>k. The shell prevents the wearing 
of the cloth by the streams of milk. When 
the milking is done the straining is also 
completed." 
There should he dairy schools attached to 
most of the agricultural colleges, where 


girls as well as boys could attend and learn 
how to make batter and cheese. Why 
should not the women of the land have a 
chance to get some of the abundance of in­ 
formation to be had at our agricultural 
colleges ? Surely the women have to work 
on the farms, and hard, too.—[American 
Dairyman. 
There are 600 tile factories in the State of 
Illinois and all running at their full ca­ 
pacity. It is estimated that more than 
50,000 miles of tile are turned ant by them 
every year and that its effect is to so far in­ 
crease the productiveness of the soil as to 
almost double the value of the land. Sure­ 
ly here is a lesson to the farmers of Ore­ 
gon. 
A sale of orchids was held for four con­ 
secutive days in New York, two weeks ago. 
Two thousand plants that had been col­ 
lected by Mrs. Mary J. Morgan were dis­ 
posed of for $20,700. They cost $200,000 
originally, and $100,000 more had been 
spent in their cultivation. For one plant 
$000 was given. 
A new and easy method of bleaching 
celery, where grown on a level surface, is 
to inclose it by a four-inch drain tile 
slipped over the plant when a foot high. 
Tlie leaves grow over the top, affording 
sufficient shade, and the confined stalks 
whiten perfectly. 
The Santa Maria Tima says: Several 
cattle dealers have been around here trying 
to buy young cattle, but our dairymen 
were loth to sell their yearlings, believing 
that abundant rain will come and they can 
take care of them until a better price is 
obtained. 
To preserve fence posts, boil any quan­ 
tity of linseed oil, and mix charcoal dust 
with it until it becomes the consistency of 
uaint. Give the part of the post to be 
placed in the ground a single coat, taking 
care that the posts are well dried before ap­ 
plying. 
Cattle men in Klamath county. Or., are 
indignant because the price of beef is so 
much lower than last year. They do not 
get as much by from $G to $10 per head as 
they did last fall, and chances are that 
prices will be much lower before spring. 
“ The Navel orange," from Riverside, 
Cal., took the premium at the New Orleans 
Exposition as the finest orange in the 
world. Orange raisers will learn after 
awhile that it pays to raise the best varie- 
t.es of fruit.—[Chicago Inter-Ocean. 
Professor Maynard, of the Massachusetts 
State Agricultural Experiment Station, re­ 
ports that repeated applications of muriate 
of potash, and judicious pruning, have re­ 
stored peach trees to health which had keen 
badly affected with yellows. 
Unhealthy milk may be divided into two 
classes : First, unhealthy because secreted 
by an unhealthy cow ; second, by absorp­ 
tion of disease from tlie atmosphere, or by 
becoming contaminated from the addition 
of impure water, etc. 
The decomposition and souring of milk 
are caused bv the growth in it of minute 
living organisms. The germs of these get 
into it from the air. 
The Riverside Fruit Company, Ix>s An­ 
geles county, had packed 32,500 boxes of 
raisins this season, up to the 12th inst. 
Southern negroes say that melons grown 
on the edge of swamps give the fever to 
persons who eat them. 
It is said that copperas mixed with the 
whitewash put upon the cellar walis will 
keep vermin away. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 
BANKING HOUSES. 


H ow M cC lellan W as O ut-U eaeraleil. 
TheNew York Mail and Express publishes 
a dispatch from Washington, under date of 
November Gth, which has the following 
account of the manner in which General 
Magruder out generaled the Union com­ 
mander. It says: Army officers in Wash­ 
ington have spent most of their leisure 
time this week recounting the exploits and 
military mistakes of General McClellan. 
The story of the gigantic ruse played upon 
him in the Virginia Peninsula by General 
Magruder finds many eager listeners. Ma- 
pruder had a force of 13,000 men on the 
I’enicsula when McClellan marched down 
with his splendidly equipped army. The 
main army of the Confederates was not 
ready to meet him, and General Magruder 
conceived a plan of delaying McClellan 
until General Lee was prepared to fight on 
his own terms and his own ground. For 
four weeks General Magruder marched his 
handful of men up and down the Penin­ 
sula, displaying them at every point. He 
sent out spies in the guise of deserters, who 
represented him as having a force of 100,000 
men. It was then that General Mahone did 
yeoman’s service by rattling the empty cars 
of the Petersburg railroad up and down, 
day and night, under the pretense Of trans­ 
porting troops, when there were no troops 
to transport. General McClellan re­ 
ported to the War Department that 
there were 100,000 man opposing him. 
When at last he moved forward, the Con­ 
federates kept up their show of force for a 
day or two, when they fell back toward 
Richmond, and McClellan was enticed into 
fighting the seven days' battle, which re­ 
sulted in his defeat and retreat. He was 
asked at the time of the official inquiry 
into his conduct if he did not receive in­ 
formation that General Magruder was 
playing a game with him. General McClel­ 
lan said a man named Bowden, living in 
Williamsburg—a lawyer of ability, but not 
of good personal standing—came to him 
and gave him exact information as to Ma- 
gruder’s weakness; hut on inquiry he 
found Bowden’s character for truth bad, 
and so distrusted the startling news that he 
brought. It is a matter of history that tlie 
Virginia Convention of 1861 sent for Gen­ 
eral Lee in secret session and asked him 
whom he considered the ablest military 
man the Federalists possessed. He unhesi­ 
tatingly named McClellan. This was three 
months before McClellan was appointed to 
command the Army of tlie Potomac. 
C leveland an d th e “ P u p .” 
“ Hold my rod,” hastily remarked the 
President to the doctor. “ 1 noticed the 
prettiest little black-and-white pup I ever 
saw running across the top of that hill, and 
1 want to catch it." 
The doctor kindly consented and was 
soon busy watching the frantic efforts of a 
miniature “ red horse" to drag lindera 
cork twice as big as itself, when his atten­ 
tion was attracted by a distant “ Halloo!" 
He listened and the halloo was repeated. 
Sticking the end of the pole in the bank, 
he started for the spot. 
“ No, don’t come up here now," yelled 
the President. “ Go hack to the tent and 
bring my satchel with my second-best suit 
of clothes. Bring them up and place them 
in that clump of bushes just in front of 
you.” 
The doctor did so. and then bawled out: 
“ Say, Grover, did you catch that pup?" 
“ I caught it," responded the President, 
' but I let it go again. Say, doc, it wasn’t 
a pup.” 
“ By George. 1 should say it wasn't,” 
grunted the doctor, hastily retrealing as a 
breath of wind came from the hushes 
where the President was hiding.—[Chicago 
Tribune. 
F oreign R ailroads. 
France has some 19,000 miles of rail­ 
roads. The scientific spirit of the nation, 
says a London paper, is shown by the fact 
that their trains pass to the left of each 
other, and not to the right. We go to the 
right in our wagons and trains, probably 
from having confounded the moral mean­ 
ing of the right with the physical right 
hand. We say, do right, and therefore we 
go right, whereas we would do right if we 
went left. You drive your horse sitting on 
the right of him, and therefore tlie man 
who has to pass you on the right is partly 
hidden from you by yotir horse's head, ff 
you sat on the left you would see the man 
on your right, and’if he sat on the side 
nearest to instead of furthest from you, lie 
would not have half the trouble he now 
has. The French, therefore, is the left-eyed 
nation. Passengers get out of tlie trains 
on the left hand side. The Government 
taxes every ticket sold by a railroad since 
the late war. The trains are classified, and 
only high class passengers—those who nay 
the highest fares—go on the fastest trains. 
We have copied from the French our late 
system of shutting the passengers up in 
the station until the train is ready, and 
they can then go though the gate and' show 
their tickets. French travelers are allowed 
only two-thirds of 100 pounds of baggage 
free; those who are going outside of France 
are allowed only 55 pounds. The railroad 
charges for entering the baggage or book­ 
ing it. We have already adopted the 
French plan of collections on packages left 
at the station, but the French onlv charge 
one penny, while we charge two. ’ All the 
railroads in France are run on Paris time. 
—[Scientific American. 


Oranges are being shipped Hast by the 
carload from Guaymas. 
Newspapers are used in the Principal's 
room in the Visalia public school by pupils 
for reading exercises. 
Diphtheria has been quite bad among the 
Mexican people of Tucson this fall bnt the 
dreaded disease is now subsiding. 
In Los Angeles ostrich eggs as a window 
ornament seem extremely popular. Fifteen 
or twenty stores now exhibit them. 
A natural bridge has recently been dis­ 
covered in the Tonto basin. Arizona, which 
is 200 feet long, 500 feet wide and 170 feet 
high. 
The citizens of Benton, M. T„ have of­ 
fered a bonus of $100,000 to aid in the con­ 
struction of a brunch of the Canadian Pa­ 
cific to that place. 
The Digger Indians on Rancho Chico 
have resumed their studies in music for the 
winter, and their brass hand wakes the 
echoes every night. 
The Los Angeles Cable Railroad Com­ 
pany has reduced its fuel bill 75 per cent, by 
using, instead of coal, a mixture of brea and 
peat, which is found close by. 
In Tacoma the owners of a few ot the 
hetter class of tlie buildings lately occupied 
by the Chinese are renovaiing, repairing 
and renting them to white tenants. 
While the Mormons convicted of unlaw­ 
ful cohabitation wpre being received at the 
Idaho Penitentiary, a number of them 
broke down and ¡udnlged in a hearty cry. 
The Commissioners of Ada county, I. T., 
have just paid $911 25 as rabbit bounties 
lor tliiee months, which means that 18,225 
of the animals have been killed in that 
time. 
The dresses of several ladies who at­ 
tended a reception the other evening, at 
Fresno, were ruined by hoodlums at the 
street corners spitting' tobaeco juice on 
them. 
The Alameda Board of Trustees are pre­ 
paring an ordinance to compel the removal 
of eucalyptus trees growing within 100 
feet of a sewer. The roots of the trees clog 
the drains. 
A Fresno county miner rejoices in the 
fact that he is now paid $L an ounce more 
for his gold at the San Francisco Mint than 
he was able to get before the change of Ad­ 
ministration. 
Four more artesian wells are to he sunk 
in Alameda for the purpose of supplying 
that town with pure water. The water­ 
bearing stratum is found at a depth of 
about seventy feet. 
The office jointly occupied by Wells, 
Fargo & Co. and the South Pacific Coast 
Railroad at Alviso was broken into last 
Tuesday night and the sum of $11 ab­ 
stracted from their desks. 
The Carson Appeal says that Senator 
Fair has written a letter to a resident of 
that city, stating that the Mint will be re­ 
opened January 1. 1886, and the erection of 
the new Government building will begin 
in March.

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“ PIfiACV ON THE 
HIGH 
SEAS.” 


A Ludicrous San Jouquni Law Cas** in 
1850. 
[Stockton Mall.] 
In the early day** of California freighting 
by team was so high that owners of foreign 
vessels found it profitable to do a coasting 
trade, although by doing so they forleitexl 
their ships to the United States Govern­ 
ment. The boats selected for this purpose 
were worthless old tubs. Several of them 
came up the Han Joaquin river to Stockton 
and were abandoned here after their Cap­ 
tains had sold their sails and rigging to 
miners. The bulks of three or four of 
these boats now lie in the bottom of Mor­ 
mon and Stockton channels and McCloud’s 
lake. One of the old tubs lay in the chan­ 
nel in 1850, at a point where the Stockton 
and Copperopolis depot now stands. Judge 
Reynolds — the famous 
self-constituted 
Court of those days—used it as a Court­ 
room. 
W hile the St. Charles flotcl was 
being built in the winter of 1850, on the 
present site of Masonic Temple, a foreign 
vessel, at a great risk of going to pieces, 
rounded the Horn and engaged in the 
coasting trade, came from San Francisco 
and tied up in the channel in front of the 
hotel, at the spot now called “ Weber's 
hole-in-thc-ground.” John Doak, owner 
of the hotel, ordered the vessel away, but 
the crew delied him. 
Bright and early on the following day 
twenty-five men boarded tho craft. They 
were armed with clubs for immediate use 
and with pistols for emergency. The crew 
tied in terror to the cabin and locked them ­ 
selves in. Then the gang proceeded to or­ 
ganize into a ship’s company. 
Captain, 
boatswain, mate, cook, sailmaker, carpenter 
and all the big and little aristocrats of a 
regular crew were elected. Preparations 
W ing complete, the captain gave orders to 
weigh anchor. Thereupon the carpenter 
cut away the hawser, and the mate duly 
reported that the "anchor was apeak,sir.” 
Loosened from her mooring the old tub 
drifted down the channel, while the novel 
erew went through various nautical move­ 
ments, and were roundly damned by offi­ 
cers, in regular style. 
Her voyage was 
watched with hilarious interest front the 
banks, for the news of the piracy had 
spread rapidly, and gin-shops were emptied 
of crowds of gamblers. 
All this time the 
doors of the cabin were guarded to prevent 
exit, sturdy men pacing in tront of them 
with bludgeons to crack the skull of the 
first foreigner who showed his head. 
After drifting several hours the hulk 
grounded on the south bank of the chan­ 
nel. and the piratical crew’ abandoned her 
and hasten íd íó town toglii up. They had 
to cross an unbridged slough on their re­ 
turn. Two logs, bound together with cross­ 
pieces, answered as a ferry-boat. The first 
man who attempted a crossing fell in. The 
second was tipped over by the first in at­ 
tem pting to land, and in like m anner the 
entire twenty five were in turn ducked. 
Reaching town, the pirates made a tour 
of the saloons, and, throughout the after­ 
noon 
celebrated 
their adventure with 
whisky at a dollar a drink. 
But while their spree was at its bight, 
:lie foreign crow marched to Judge Rey­ 
nolds’ Court room, and appealed to the 
majesty of the law. Judge Reynolds sent 
for Dr. Roberts, his right-hand bower, and 
the best and only lawyer in town. Then 
the Judge issued warrants for the arrest of 
the twenty-five on a charge of “ piracy on 
the high seas.” The warrants were given 
into the hands of his bailiff to serve—his 
■ 
uiliff, one of the 
famously infamous 
Hounds.” They were served early the 
following morning. 
Heavy raindrops pattered on tire dingy 
window of the Court-room. 
Up-ended 
boxes and badly whittled chairs, old chews 
of tobacco and scraps of paper, chunks of 
mud soft and chunks of mud dried, lay 
scattered over the Iloor of Judge Reynolds' 
den. On the tabic lay a pile of dirty and 
tom law books. In one corner of the 
cheerless cabin a glowing wood fire flashed 
and crackled and sent out its showers of 
sparks as gusts of wind came down the 
stovepipe ; and there, in a'l liis stern glory, 
w ith heels cocked on the stove roof and a 
comforting pipe in his mouth, sat Judge 
Reynolds.

Judge Reynolds dripping bailiff entered, 
accompanied by a section of sheeting rain 
and whistling storm.

Oh, just 
wait till I get at ’em on this case ' Ho I’m 
an old scallawag, hey? I'm 
” 
The door opened again and Dr. Roberts 
came in and peeled olf bis blanket over­ 
coat. On learning the situation of affairs, 
Dr. Roberts agreed that the Court must 
take vengeance on the twenty-five in the 
case at hand. 
The foreigners were sworn. They testi­ 
fied as to the facts of the piracy. I)r. Rob­ 
erts briefly argued. Judge Reynolds ren­

dod to get out attach­ 
ments. and instructed the bailill’ to gel the 
Hounds together. 
On the following morning another ease 
was in progress before Judge Reynolds. 
The room was crowded. Five men entered 
and elbowed their way through the jam. 
One of the five advanced on Reynolds and 
stuck the muzzle of a cocked revolver into 
his near ear, accompanying the demonstra­ 
tion with the words: 
" You dirty old scoundrel! Skip town 
within an hour, or we will hang you !’’ 
“ My God!’’ groaned the Judge, " don't, 
gentlemen 
” 
" Get down from that bench !” 
“ Don't, for heaven's sake, gentlemen 


“ Come, no w ords!” 
" It was all a mistake, gentlemen ; 1 take 
it back. I 
” 
" Will you skip?” 
The Judge skipped through the window' 
and made such good tim e up the street 
that his coat-tails lagged behind. Dr. 
Roberts, who was known to he a fighting 
man, took matters more coolly. Four 
pistols encircled his head, but he slapped 
his books on the table, on pretense of pil­ 
ing them up, ami remarked that if any­ 
body wanted to meet him single-handed he 
was ready to fight, but he wouldn’t shoot 
with a crowd.

M e teo ric Show ers. 
W henever there is a clear night in this 
present month there may be seen the finest 
of all celestial sights, a meteoric shower. 
On the nights of the 12th, 13th and 14th can 
always be seen displays of unusual brill­ 
iancy. November holds one source of un­ 
failing interest to astronomers, in that 
during the m onth the earth plunges through 
the November meteor zone. The meteoric 
showers are caused by the earth encounter­ 
ing a swarm of particles following Tempol s 
comet in its orbit. The swarm is not 
equally scattered, and the earth only meets 
the 
densest 
portion 
once 
in 
thirty- 
three and one-quarter years. Then it is 
that the finest display is seen. The heavens 
seem to be on fire, and there is a scene of 
beauty and wonder that delights the ob­ 
server. 
There have been some wonderful show­ 
ers seen in all ages of the world. One was 
seen in this country in 1833. Many will 
remember the famous shower that occurred 
here in 
1 7 <*>. 1’eople not knowing the 
cause were frightened, and many believed 
that the last day had come. Astronomers 
arc looking lot another such display in 
1S99. The November meteor zone is a gi­ 
gantic hoop or ellipse, crossing the earth’s 
orbit at a point passed bvour planet on the 
13th of November, and extending beyond 
the orbit of Uranus. 
Leverrior thus accounts for its presence 
in the solar system. As far hack as the 
year 126 of onr era the planet Uranus cap­ 
tured a meteoric comet and imprisoned it 
within the boundaries of the sun’s do­ 
mains. The comet is disintegrating, and 
the meteoroids are slowly extending over 
tlie whole zone. W hen this takes place, 
thousands of years hence, the great display 
will cease, and a greater num ber of falling 
stars will be seen every year. 
As nothing 
is more uncertain than the behavior of 
comets and meteors, it is well to be on the 
watch. It may be that the observers of the 
present year will find a rich harvest to re­ 
ward their labor. 
The best time for observation is about 3 
o’clock a . v . when the constellation I.eo, 
from which the meteors radiate, is about 
half-wav between the eastern horizon and 
the zenith. 
Itisa lso n t this season of the 
▼ear that the uurora borfalis. or northern 
lights, are to be seen in the heavens. There 
is certainly no month in the year when 
such beautiful displays can be seen in the 
celestial world as in this month of Novem­ 
ber.—[Pittsburg Chronicle.

Sacramento has been the birthplace of 
not a few of the most extensive business 
houses on the coast, prom inent among them 
being the widely-known one of W hittier, 
Fuller A Co., dealers in paints, oils, glass, 
etc. A brief history of the growth of this 
establishment, with personal mention of 
its members, cannot fail to be of interest» 
and will serve as encouragement to those 
who are now in the earlier walks of other 
growing business establishments, which in 
their turn m ust take leading prominence 
in the future, when California shall have 
assumed its destiny of empire. 
W illiam P. Fuller was bom in Ver­ 
mont. H e worked at tlie trade of paper- 
hanging in Boston, and at the age oí 22 
came to California in a sail vessel in 1849. 
In 1851 he entered the house of Rivett &
